The threat, one day after 
the official closing of the sea- 
way, has triggered the annual 
dash by ocean ships to get free 
of the system. 

“The situation is certainly 
serious and the cold weather is 
supposed to continue,” said 
director of seaway operations 
R. J. Burnside, of Cornwall. 

Water temperatures at the 
seaway’s entrance, St. Lambert 
lock, stood at 34 degrees yester- 
day. A spokesman reported no 
ice but with 10 degree air 
temperatures and winds pre- 
dicted it could cause difficulty 
tomorrow. 

Tokyo — Communist North 
Viet Nam charged today that 
12 United States warplanes had 
bombed and strafed four North 
Vietnamese villages yesterday 
in “a new act of war.”

About 400 people-most of 
them children-die every year 
from poisoning accidents in 
the home. There are 100,000 
people involved in home pois- 
oning accidents each year— 
close to half require medical, 
attention—and 20,000 suffer a 
disabling illness. 

The League estimates that 
200,000 products for the home 
are potentially dangerous 
when not used as directed and 
intended.

Hollywood, (UPI) — George 
Shearing, the blind English- 


ica’s greatest jazz pianists, has 
gone longhair, playing a series 
of classical concerts across the 
country. 

It was in 1947 that Shearing 
came to America. Two years 
later his unique style of play- 
ing had swept the country and 
made him one of the top record- 
ing stars. His recordings of 
such tunes as “September in 
the rain,” “East of the Sun” 
and “Roses of Picardy” rank 
among the best jazz renditions. 

Shearing and his quintet 
toured the country playing in 
nightclubs crowded with his 
fans. 

Shearing explains his emer- 
gence upon America’s jazz 
scene as if it was a rebuttal to 
the maddening sounds of some 
musicians who were looking 
for a new style in the 1940's. 

“There'd been this mad bop 
period,’ he said. “People 
were ready for something more 
placid, palatable. JI suppose 
there was a difference between 
the originators of bop and their 
disciples.” 

Shearing came along with 
music the listener could both 
understand and look upon as 
something new. 

For almost 15 years, Shear- 
ing and his group toured the 
country playing an endless 
stream of engagements, a night 
here, a week or two there. It

About a year ago, Shearing 
decided he had enough time on 
the road He was living in a 
home in the Toluca Lake area 
of North Hollywood. He no 
longer cared to spend ten 
months on the road. 

So George took a year off 
from his regular playing sche- 
dule and began studying the 
classics, perfecting his ability 
at the piano. A few months 
ago he decided to test his clas- 
sical skill. 

“We've done a number of 
symphony concerts, usually in 
the pop series,” said Shearing 
who has performed with sym- 
phony orchestras in Rochester 
N.Y., Cleveland, Oklahoma 
City, Salt Lake City and Hono- 
lulu. He is scheduled to play 
with the Minneapolis Sym- 
phony next year. 

“The orchestra plays a few 
short classical selections and 
then I play, usually a Mozart 
Concerto,” George said. “In 
the second half of the concert 
the Quintet and members of

SPREADING 


Council learned Monday 
night that the Dutch Elm dis- 
ease is spreading rapidly in 
Lindsay and there is no way 
to prevent loss of the trees.

Omemee is a town divided. The 
depth of feeling can be gauged by the 
fact about 250 persons attended the 
Nomination Meeting on Friday ev ening, 
and only suberb chairmanship by town 
clerk Pogue kept the meeting orderly. 

The issues and disputes are complex 
and clouded. Reeve George Stephen- 
son and the present council accuse the 
Medical Officer of Health Dr. Jules So- 
brien of blackening the name of Ome- 
mee in newspapers across the country 
over the school issue.

A flat refusal is the reported reply of _ 
the Japanese government to the re- 
quest of the Canadian government that 
worsted fabric exports to this country 
be included under voluntary quotas. 
Japan’s shipments to Canada of wool- 
jen worsteds, mainly used in’ men’s 
suitings, have risen from 50 to 100 per 
cent in each of the past four years and 
it is forecast that Japan will have tak- 
en over about one-fifth of the total 
Canadian market by the end of the cur- 
rent year. As Finance Minister Gord- 


on commented during the trade talks in... 


Tokyo, the Japanese now ship a larger 
yolume of worsted fabrics to Canada 
than to all of the European market. 

Japan backed its refusal to limit 
worsted exports with two principal ar- 
guments. First was the claim that 
their exports to Canada mainly com- 
pete with imports from Britain and not 
with domestic production. Secondly, 
they cited their adverse balance of 
trade with Canada. 

Textile and apparel manufacturers in 
Canada concede that Britain has been 
the main loser from the rising volume 
of worsted imports from Japan, but 
they state that the low-wage imports 
are now cutting into domestic produc- 
tion. They fear that, as in the past, the 
Japanese will force their way into a 
much Jarger share of the market so 
that they will have a big export year to 
use as a base period for later negotia- 
tlons on a quota agreement. In the 
meantime the marketing glut will cost a 
substantial number of Canadian jobs, 
and these will not be recoverable even 
when a quota is agreed upon, 

On the other main argument, it is 
quite true that the value of Canadian 
exports to Japan is more than twice 
the value of Japanese exports to Cana- 
da. However, this argument has to be 
qualified by the factor of kind. Since 
Virtually all imports from Japan are 
competitive with Canadian finished 
products, they directly affect employ- 
ment here. But Japanese purchases 
here are almost entirely raw materials 
and food products; they are non-com- 


petitive with Japanese products; they * 


are essentials and, in fact, create em- 
ployment. There is also the point that 
international trade is balanced in to~ 
tals, rather than country-by-county, 
and the Japanese government has re- 
cently predicted a substantial trade sur- 
plus for the current year — exports of 
$8.2 billions, impots of $6.5 billion. 
Japanese exporters have managed to 
elicit a good deal of sympathy in Can- 
ada concerning their trade position.

by the Glassco commission for cutting 


red tape, improving efficiency and say- 
ing the taxpayers’ money, 68 had been 
approved by the Cainet up to a year ago. 
Then the government hired outside 
management consultants to study the 


- feasibility of applying the commission’s 


suggestions regarding managerial in- 
dependance in departmental opera- 
tions. Four particular departments — 
‘transpot, agriculture, northern affairs 
and veterans affairs—were selected as 
representatives of the variations in the 
size and work of all departments. 

The consultants examined operations 
to discover if authority could be dele- 
gated to branch offices, budgeting 
made less rigid-and financial reporting 
improved, internal efficiency measured 
more effectively.- A principal question 
was whether, if there were less reliance 
on such central agencies as the Treas- 
ury Board and the Civil Service Com- 
mission, safeguards against patronage 
and unauthorized spending could be 
maintained. Most of the consultants’ 
findings are reported to be in hand and 
under study by the Cabinet. An addi- 
tional 40 of the Glassco recommenda- 
tions are involved, but about half of 
these have already been put into prac- 
tice without waiting the formality of 
Cabinet approval. 

It is most encouraging that the civil 
service is said to have completely lost 
its fear of a “witch hunt” and that, al- 
most without exception, senior civil 
fervants are enthusiastically co-operat- 
ing in evaluating the re-organizations 
recommended by the royal commission. 
Competent and conscientious govern- 
ment employees, of course, have not 
been unaware that in the government's 
operations there is extravagance and 
inefficiency in the extreme. 

There is little doubt that an an- 
‘ticipated opposition to change and re- 
form on the part of the civil service has 
been a factor in delaying action on the 
Glassco report. With that worry out 
of the way the government has a green 
light to move rapidly on the 200 Glass- 
co recommendations that are untouch- 
ed to date. And, since Mr. Glasco esti- 
mated the potential savings at $400- 
$450 million a year, the sooner the bet-

One of the Stanleyville suryivors who arriy- 
ed in Belgium today was Marcel Debuisson, ® 
Belgian engineer, In the following first per- 
son account he tells of the courage shown in 
the last days of his life by Dr, Paul Oarison, 
American missionary who was under a rebel 
death sentence and who was slain by rebel 
gunfire in Tuesday's massacre, 

(By Marcel Debulsson) 


(as told to United Press International) 


La Louviere, Belgium — I think the 
one real man I have met in my life was 
Dr. Paul Carlson, the American mis- 
sionary-doctor. 

T met him only last Friday. Know- 
ing that firing squad was waiting for 
him, he still went about his professional 
duties cheerfully and conscientiously. 

It is terrible to think he is dead. 

I met Carlson last Friday when we 
all had been taken to the Victoria Ho- 
tel in Stanleyville. I don’t mind ad- 
mitting I was sick with fear. 


I went to bed with my heart thump- 


ing against my ribs, and I was running 
a high temperature. I asked for a doc- 
tor. 7 

A man came to me who spoke 
French with a heavy American accent. 
He examined me, cracking jokes as he 
did so. He said to me, “you're just 
suffering from a bad case of the jitters. 
Here are some pills.” 

Cheerfully, he went away. 

The next day the rebels took us out 


of the hotel and put us in a truck. We 


were told our destination was Banalia 
outside Stanleyville. | 

A friend of mine pointed to a man 
with us wearing the kind of shorts 
English Colonial officers wear in Af- 
rica. He said: ‘That is Carlson, the 
man who is under sentence of death.” 
I recognized him as the doctor who had 
seen me the day before. 

Our truck broke down. 

Carlson was the first to jump out 
and help push the vehicle. But the old 
truck had had its day and wouldn’t 
run. We were taken back to the ho- 
tel. ‘ 
My wife Monique, also making this 
short trip, and I talked to Carlson at 
the hotel. We asked him about the 
death sentence. 

“Yes,” he said. “I am supposed to 
be a white mercenary and I am due to 
be shot Monday. The execution al- 
yeady has been postponed once, and 
this has been a bad week.” 

On Sunday, we saw Carlson acai 
He had the freedom of the’ hotel. With 
his doctor’s instruments and medicines 
he went from bed to bed treating peo- 
ple. But what was most comforting to 
them were his jokes and incredible 
calmness. ; 

T have never seen a man behave like 
that. 


I may be the last man to have seen 
Carlson alive—if he is in fact dead. 
(Dubuisson as he talked had not yet 
heard that Carlson’s body had been 
flown to Leopoldville). 


When we were taken out of the ho- 
tel yesterday morning, shortly after- 
the paratroopers had landed, rebel 
soldiers opened fire on us with machine 
guns. 

My wife was beside me. We both 
threw ourselves to the ground and I lay 
on top of my four-year-old daughter, 
Caty. She asked, “are they going to 
kill us?”” She raised her head before I 
could stop her and saW another little 
girl lying not far away, bleeding. 

Just at that time Belgian paratroop- 
ers appeared around the corner, and 
we were rescued. 

On the way to the airport someone 
said, “Carlson has been shot dead.” 
Still another said, “His head was cut 
off.” 

I didn’t see Carlson's body. And I am 
glad. That was a man I will remem- 
ber.

Ottawa (UPI)—The privately own- 


ed Canadian television network and 


the publicly-owned Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation today came under 
fire from both government and opposi- 
tion benches in the commons. 

The broadsides came during the dis- 
cussion of the estimates of Secretary of 
State Maurice Lamontagne. 


David Orlikow (NDP-Winnipeg 
North) accused CTV of being responsi- 
ble for the lowering of Canadian Tele- 
vision standards.

“The problems of the CBC are con- 
nected to the problem of the private 
network,” he said.

Leather Stains 

Leather stains on materials 

are among the tough ones. Lu- 

bricate thoroughly with white 
mineral oil or petroleum jelly, 
then rinse with carbon tetra- 
chloride. If the garment is 
white and washable, stains 
may also be treated with soap 
and ammonia, rubbing the 
stained area between the 
hands.

This Day 50 Years Ago 


DECEMBER 4, 1914 
Flavelles ship turkeys 

Last night was a busy one for the 
employees of Flavelles Limited at the 
cold storage plant. Hight cars were 
loaded with turkeys for the British 
market and the night shift worked like 
Trojans in order to get the shipment 
under way. It will be of interest to 
the public to learn that the eight cars 
of turkeys represented an expenditure 
of $35,000. That Plavelles Limited is 
a valuable industry to the town is ad- 
mitted on all sides. BHxcellent wag- 
es have been paid this fall to a large 
staff of employees, who have beén 
working night and day on shipments 
of produce for the English market. 

As an illustration of the immense 
amount of business handled by Flav- 
elles’ Limited, it might be stated that 
the firm will have shipped by Christ- 
mas time, 150 cars of eggs represent- 
ing a value of a million-and-a half 
dollars. Every egg will have been can- 
died before being packed for shipment.

“The Mound” 


(UPI)—Just north of the Sea of 
Galilee, springs bubble up to form the 
head water of the River Dan which in 
turn supplies more than half the vol- 
ume of the Jordan River. The Jordan 
then dumps into the Sea of Galilee. 

It is less than coincidence then that 
twice in less-than three weeks Israeli 
and Syrian forces have clashed near 
these springs which are vital to Israel’s 
ambitious plans to bring fresh water 
to the arid Negey and open up new 
areas for her expanding population. 

Ostensibly the clashes involved a 
patrol road along a poorly defined 


stretch of Israeli-Syrian borde. Israel - 


claims the road is wholly within its 
territory. The Syrians charge it cuts 
as deep as 50 yards into Syrian terri- 
tory. 

In the first clash, on Noy. 13, four 
Israeli and seven Syrians were killed. 

It was the worst of its kind since 
1956. Syrian mortar shells fell on three 
Israeli villages. Israeli jet fighters hit 
two Syrian villages. 

The Syrians charged that the Israelis 
deliberately provoked the attack to 
test the effectiveness of the new Unit- 
ed Arab Command, a joint military pro- 
gram adopted by the Arab nations last 
January, and then used it as a further 
excuse for “aerial aggression.” 

The Israeli replied that! they would 
never permit the Syrians to use their 
advantage of higher ground to shell 
Israeli villages with impunity. r, 

The second clash came on Dec. 1 in 


the same area but halted without inter-" 


yention by the United Nations Truce 
Organization and apparently without 
casualties on either side. 
. Whether by chance or not, the latter 
action came just one day after the Un- 
ited Nations, with organizational trou- 
bles of its own, agreed to postpone fur- 
ther disucssion of the Noy. 18 clash. 
If it simply were a border clash, the 
easy solution would be the proposal 
put forward by Lt. Gen. Odd Bull, UN 
truce commander, that the disputed 
area be surveyed by outside experts 
whose findings would not be open ot 


partisan challenge. 
It is not, however, that simple. 
The avowed purpose of the United 


Arab Command established in January — 


is first the prevention of Israeli’s use of 
Galilee waters and second the extinc- 
tion of Israel itself. 

€yria has been in the forefront in 
demanding military action against Is- 
rael and has attempted to bring pres- 
sure on other Arab nations for strong- 
er support of her position. 

The Arabs have been threatening to 
cut off the headwaters of the Jordan 
and plans already are in the works to 
divert two of the Jordan's three sourc- 
es. One of these, the Hasbani, rises’ 
in Lebanon and the other, the Banias, 
in Syria. 

The third and most important is the 
Dan to whose headwaters the Israelis 
wish to establish clear ownership. His- 
torically, the Israelis are supported by 
a 1923 agreement which placed them 


inside Palestine. 


One report say that the Syrians have 
taken experimental borings which 
tap the source of the Dan’s under- 
ground springs, drawing off the water 
in that manner. 

At any rate, if another war is to 
break out between the Israelis and the 
Arab States, Tel Dan (The Mound) is a 
likely spot. :

Cost of Living 

Ottawa, (UPI)—It costs Canadians a 
little more than both luxury items and 
staples in November as the cost of liv- 
ing edged up 0.2 per cent from the 
previous month. 

The Bureau of Statistics reported 
yesterday the cost of living index at the 
beginning of November was 185.9 — 
compared to 1365.6 in October and 184.0 
in November 1968. 

This meant that Canadians paid 
slightly more for some food items, for 
keeping a roof over their heads and for 
luxury items ranging from movies to 
liquor and tobacco. 

Food was up 0.8 per cent with prices 
climbing for items ranging from lard, 
eges and beef to oranges, potatoes, to- 
matoes and fresh and cured pork.

Viet Nam war may “escalate” 


Saigon, South Viet Nam, (UPI) — 
While United States policy-makers 
have been talking of “escalating” this 
country’s bitter guerrilla war, the Com- 
munist Viet Cong apparently have de- 
cided to do it. 

Captured Communist documents 
have revealed that Communist Viet 
Cong plans for the early months of 
1965 call for a Jump to yet a higher 
“phase” “stage” in the war which will 
make the fighting in South Viet Nam 
more closely resemble conventional 
warfare. 

Western Intelligence Analysts are 
still trying to gauge the real signifi- 
cance of the documents, some of which 
emanated from the Central Committee 
of the Communist front for the libera- 
tion of South Viet Nam, the political 
arm of the Viet Cong guerrillas. 

But the military strategy outlined 
by the Communist leadership for the 
“Autumn-Winter campaign,” which will 
carry over until April of 1965, clearly 
indicates that the Viet Cong believe 
they are ready for the jump from Guer- 
rilla to mobile warfare. 

Western Intelligence experts believe 
that the Viet Cong are following almost 
Chapter and verse the military strategy 
laid down during the Indo- China war by 
cunning North Vietnamese military 
commander, Vo Nguyen Giap, 

Giap said: “According to the law 
governing a long-term revolution-army 
war, this usually comprises three 
stages; defensive, equilibrium of 
forces, and offensive.” 

In his guidebook for armed revolu- 


‘tien, “Peoples War, Peoples Army,” 


Giap described North Viet Nam’s fight 
against the French as a “guerrilla war 


gradually developing into regular war- 
fare, passing from guerrilla warfare to 
mobile warfare combined with partial 
siege warfare.” f 

Giap defined the two separate strat- 
egies as follows: 

“Guerrilla warfare... is the way of 
fighting the revolutionary war which 


' relies on... avoiding the enemy when 


he (the Guerrilla) is the weaker, now 
scattering, now regrouping one’s fore- 
es, now wearing out, now exterminat- 
ing the enemy, determined to fight him 
everywhere, so that everywhere he 
goes he would be submerged in a sea 
of armed people, thus undermining his 
spirit and exhausting his forces, 


“Guerrilla warfare gradually devel- 
oped into mobile warfare—a form of 
fighting in which principles of regular 
warfare gradually appear and increas- 
ingly develop, but still bear a guerrilla 
character. Its task was to annihilate 
more and more enemy forces in order 
to develop our own, while the task of 
guerrilla warfare was to wear out and 
destroy the enemy’s preserves,” Giap 
wrote. 


Contrary to previous instructions to 
the Viet Cong fighting units, recently 
captured documents order command- 
ers not to scatter their forces for guer- 
rilla warfare. Indeed, they instruct 
the Viet Cong field commanders to do 
just the opposite. — 

“The main force (regular) units are 
not to operate in small groups, but will 
operate in large units supporting them- 
selves in carrying out combat opera- 
tions,” according to Western Intelli- 
gence analysis of a batch of intercept- 
ed documents.

continue to be favourable,” said J.P.R. Wadsworth, President, addr 


We meet today at the close of a year that has been 
favourable for Canada in many respects. Economic con- 
ditions within our country have been generally good with 
each major region continuing to participate in the general 
prosperity. Total Gross National Product in 1964 is now 
expected to exceed $46 billion, an increase over last year of 
some 6 per cent in volume and approaching 8 per cent 
valued in current dollars. This is the fourth year of steady 
growth achieved without marked pressures on labour and 
materials and within a framework of comparatively steady 
prices. It is a good record of sustained expansion. — 

The strong rise in output this year has been achieved 
primarily through a sharp increase in export sales and a 
substantial rise in private capital investment. 


Exports 

On the export side, strong demand from the United States, 
the United Kingdom and other overseas customers has resulted 
in high volume sales of Canada’s major traditional export items 
including wheat and flour, newsprint and pulp, lumber and ply- 
wood, and various semi-processed non-ferrous mineral prod- 
ucts, In addition, there has been a sharp rise in shipments of 
iron ore and concentrates, and there haye been substantial sales 
of aircraft and parts, semi-fabricated steel, industrial and farm 
machinery and automotive products. Exports of products from 
the secondary manufacturing industries have shown encourag- 
ing gains in volume and variety, and the delivery of a sub- 
stantial portion of the 250 million bushels of wheat sold to the 
Soviet Union has been a major supplement to the usual flow of 
exports. The total value of merchandise exports from Canada 
is estimated at $6.2 billion for the first nine months of 1964, an 
increase of about 23 per cent compared with the corresponding 
period last year. 


Capital Investment 

Capital investment has also been the source of substantial 
stimulus to the economy. The estimate of total outlays for 
private and public investment including housing is $10.8 billion 
for this year. If this program is accomplished it will mean an 
increase in outlays over last year of about $1.5 billion, by far 
the sharpest increase since 1956. 

The sharp rise in capital investment in the business sector has 
resulted from a combination of developments. World demand 
for the products of our mines and forests has increased in a 
number of the basic resource industries to an extent that war- 
rants further expansion of capacity. The development of 
extensive energy resources is going ahead following the con- 
summation of agreements for the sale of power to the United 
States. 


Industrial Production 


The general pattern of industrial activity has reflected the 
stimuli from exports and capital investment as well asthe 
strength of domestic demand. Industrial production rose 
sharply during the latter part of Jast year and has moved gradu- 
ally higher in a saw-tooth pattern through 1964. The average 
level of industrial production in the first eight months of this 
eet was 9 per cent higher than in the corresponding period of 
last year, 


Agriculture 

The outstanding development in the agricultural sector has 
been the very high volume of wheat exports in the crop year 
ending July 31, 1964. Wheat and flour exports amounted to 
nearly 600 million bushels, almost 80 per cent higher than in the 
previous year and almost double the average for the preceeding 
ten-year period. The dollar value of wheat exports in the last 
crop year was more than $1 billion and the major export mar- 
ket for Canadian wheat was the Soviet Union which purchased 
about 40 per cent of total export shipments. 

The wheat crop this year is estimated at some 600 million 
bushels, 17 per cent below last year’s record harvest but still the 
fourth largest on record. 


Consumer Sector 

Personal expenditures advanced markedly during the last 
half of 1963 and the early part of this year. The rate of spend- 
ing for durable goods was especially strong, paced by record 
purchases of automobiles. Outlays for imported goods and for 
travel abroad increased quite sharply, following the pattern of 
previous business expansions, In the second quarter of this 
year consumer expenditures increased only slightly but the 
year-over-year increase was still almost 7 per cent. 

Personal income has followed a similar pattern, rising 


sharply in the fourth quarter of 1963 and the first quarter of 
this year. 


Government Sector 

Tn the first seven months of the current fiscal year, April to 
October, the Federal budgetary surplus was $451 million com- 
pared with a deficit of $128.6 million in the corresponding 
period of 1963. In the seven-month period this year expendi- 
tures were up $75.5 million but revenues were up $655 million, 
which suggests there is Some possibility of balancing the 
Federal budget in the current fiscal year. 


Employment 

The advance in economic activity this year has been accom- 
panied by some increase in employment. The total number of 
people at work in September was estimated at 6,754,000, an 
increase of 189,000 over a year earlier, Unemployment was 
estimated at 218,000 in September 1964, some 32,000 under a 
year earlier. 

The employment picture, in terms of the utilization of the 
labour supply, is the most favourable since 1957 and in some 
regions there are indications of considerable pressure on the 
supply of certain types of labour. 


Balance of Payments 

Canada’s balance of payments for the first half of 1964 
showed a deficit in the current account of $518 million com- 
pared with a deficit of $452 million in the corresponding period 
last year. Exports and imports Were up substantially in volume, 
each gaining over 20 per cent. Merchandise exports for the six 
months’ period amounted to $3,927 million and imports were 
yalued at $3,767 million; the resulting favourable balance on 
merchandise trade was $160 million, up $12 million froma year 
earlier. At the same time, the continuing deficit on non-mer- 
chandise transactions increased from $600 million to $678 
million, chiefly the result of larger deficits in the travel account 
and the interest and dividends account. In total, the current 
account deficit increased by $66 million. 
F In this connection it is important to note the very sharp 
increase in the deficit on current account transactions with the 
United States built up principally as the result of the much 
larger inflow of merchandise imports although there was also 
some increase in the deficit on non-merchandise transactions. 


Outlook for 1965 

Tt is from a record level of economic activity in the final 
quarter of this year that we move on into 1965, The levelling 
out which appeared in some areas of the economy around mid- 
year turned out to be temporary and the strong upward trend in 
total output was resumed in the fall. The economy still appears 
to be functioning in good balance, inventory-sales ratios in 
manufacturing are satisfactory by historical standards, the 


volume of unfilled orders is substantial and competition is keep- 
ing a tight rein on prices, Strength is continuing to flow from 
many sources. , 

There are indications that the surge in capital investment will 
continue through next year although the increase in volume 
may be somewhat less than this year. 

The climate for Canadian exports may not be quite as fa- 
vourable next year. Assessments of the economic outlook for 
the United States in 1965 indicate a somewhat slower rate of 
increase in economic activity than this year. Overseas there has 
been some slowing down in growth rates in a number of coun- 
tries which purchase substantial quantities of Canadian 
products. 

Consumer expenditures and government outlays for goods 
and services, the other two major sectors of final product 
demand, have provided firm support to the economy through 
this year. Changes in detailed patterns of expenditure in these 
areas are to be expected as demands change in response to 
shifting income flows, population groupings and various special 
influences. However, there does not appear to be any reason to 
anticipate marked changes in the general trends of demand in 
these two sectors. 

During the coming year, the economy will continue to be 
affected by events and changes in policy at home and abroad 
that are difficult, if not impossible, to foresee. With this im- 
portant proviso in mind, there is good reason to approach the 
new year with confidence. Trends within the economy may be 
more varied and increases in output more moderate than 
in 1964 but, in general, economic conditions should continue 
to be favourable. 


Saving and Investment in the Canadian Economy 


There has recently been a good deal of discussion in Canada 
about the extent to which Canadians are themselves providing 
the necessary financing for their economic development. F 

The largest single source of savings, and hence of investment 
funds, is from the retained earnings and depreciation allow- 
ances of corporations. The most important use of such savings 
is to finance additional real investment in Canada covering new 
construction, new machinery and equipment including mining 
equipment and drilling costs. The second major source of 
investment funds is personal savings. 

The savings derived from the business and personal sectors of 
our ecgnomy would normally be more than adequate to finance 
the real investment required by the private sector. This, how- 
ever, is not the whole story, since the various levels of govern- 
ment also draw heavily on the savings of the community, and 
the net borrowings of the government sector have the effect of 
reducing the amount of savings available for investment in the 
private sector of the economy. The extent to which the volume 
of domestic savings falls short of the achieved level of invest- 
ment, both private and public, is also the measure of our net 
import of foreign capital. If the problem is examined in these 
amore fundamental terms, there are two courses of action, each 
of which could help to reduce the gap between the actual 
volume of domestic savings and the volume required to meet 
the demands in Canada for private and public investment. 
The first approach is to try to encourage a greater flow of 
domestic savings; in this connection, taxation policies are 
obviously of great importance. The second is to reduce the net 
diversion of investment funds to all levels of government, 
leaving a larger portion of present savings available for produc- 
tive employment in the private sector. 


Canada Pension Plan 

The Canada Pension Plan now before Parliament will have 
an important influence on the flow of savings and the pattern 
of investment. It is important to consider what the impact of 
the plan will be on the availability of investment funds for use 
in the private sector of the economy as well as its effect on the 
over-all rate of growth in Canadian productive capacity. Much 
will depend on the ways in which the funds are used by the 
responsible government authorities and on whether the availa- 
bility of these funds tends to encourage increased government 


~ expenditures. 


Another aspect of the problem is the way in which savings 
are mobilized and made available to those requiring them to 
finance economic activity. As already indicated, business enter- 
prise may use its own savings directly for investment purposes, 
but its ability to do so frequently depends on the availability of 
working capital loans from the chartered banks. Insurance 
companies and pension funds also play a very important role 
in the process of gathering together savings and making them 
available in an economical and effective way for a wide range of 
economic activities. An important factor is that’ these institu- 
tions operate through a market process so that borrowers, 
whether private or governmental, have to compete for funds on 
a price basis, and lenders obtain a return which corresponds to 
the value placed on their funds in a free market, 


Role of Chartered Banks 

The chartered banks, of course, have a crucial part to play in 
the whole operation of the capital markets. As a major deposi- 
tory of the savings of the community they are also a major 
source of financing for business, personal, and governmental 
operations. The funds entrusted to the banking system, 
whether as savings deposits, demand deposits, or other types 
of liabilities, are in no sense idle funds. They are constantly at 
work in the form of loans and investments in every branch of 
economic activity in Canada, 

The Chief General Manager has dealt with two of the major 
restrictions in the present Bank Act which inhibit the employ- 
ment of bank funds. The ceiling on lending rates and the 
prohibition against taking conventional mortgage security 
serve only to reduce the availability and increase the cost of 
credit in certain important areas of financing, The removal of 
these arbitrary limitations would mean that the funds en- 
trusted to chartered banks could be used even more broadly 
and more effectively in ways which could provide an added 
stimulus to the Canadian economy. 


William M. Currie, Chief General Manager, 
reviewed the balance sheet, highlights of which 
are summarized: 


The Bank’s 98th Annual Statement reflects a growth in assets 
of approximately $255,000,000 to a total and new peak of over 
$5,500,000,000. The pace of the economy was reflected not only 
by an increase of $188,000,000 in total deposits but also by an 
increase of $286,000,000 in commercial and other loans. 

Deposits with other banks increased by $24,000,000, Govern- 
ment of Canada direct and guaranteed securities were reduced 
by $78,000,000, and call and short loans to investment dealers 
and brokers were lower by $47,000,000. 

The liquid position of the Bank continues to be strong with 
quick assets at $2,560,000,000, equal to 48.99 per cent of the 
Bank’s total liabilities to the public, 

The growth in commercial and other loans of almost 14 per

Bank Premises shows a net increase of $3,600,000 after depre- 
ciation. During the year 62 branches were opened and 11 closed, 
to bring the total number of branches and banking offices to 
1,334, of which 1,302 were located in Canada and 32 abroad. 

Total deposits, up $188,000,000 to $4,971,000,000, refiect an 
increase of $123,000,000, or 5.6 per cent in personal savings 
deposits, and a substantial increase in the total number of sav- 
ings bank depositors. Other deposits increased by $110,000,000; 
included are other Canadian deposits on demand and payable 
after notice and deposits in foreign currencies. 

Throughout the Bank there were gratifying increases in the 
total number of current and personal chequing account 
customers during the year. 

Turning to the statement of undivided profits, the net profit of 
$21,402,602 represents an improvement of $1,017,543 over last 
year. Earnings per share were $3.07 as compared with $2.93 in 
1963. Total dividends of $15,678,000 were paid at the rate of 
$2.25 per share, leaving $5,724,602 which, together with the 
balance of $2,364,265 in undivided profits carried forward from 
1963, made up a total of $8,088,867 from which $5,000,000 was 
transferred to Rest Account. The balance of $3,088,867 was 
carried forward to the 1965 fiscal year. 

Paid-up Capital, Rest Account and undivided profits totalled 
sor Os AGT and the Bank’s shareholders increased by 1,282 
to 27,098. 

Growth in loans and deposits is perhaps the best evidence of 
the part played by the Bank in meeting the credit requirements 
of Canadians in every walk of life. The chartered banking system 
could finance a much wider range of Canadian needs. Two of 
the restrictions imposed by the Canadian Bank Act, the six per 
cent ceiling on loan interest and the prohibition against loans 
secured by conventional mortgages, prevent the banks from 
competing with other lending organizations whose rates would 
be lower if faced with chartered bank competition. Large seg- 
ments of the public thus are forced to pay higher rates than they 
would if the banks were permitted to compete in these fields. 

During the past two years data processing centres were 
opened in Montreal and Vancouver and this year a second com- 
puter has been added to the Toronto centre. Presently, the book- 
keeping of over 200 branches in these three centres is largely 
done by this electronic equipment and the number of branches 
within the system is steadily increasing. Cheques processed in 
the Toronto centre alone have been increasing ata rate of 10 per 
cent per annum and the annual yolume is now in excess of 100 
million individual cheques. Modern ‘electronic data processing 
eliminates much of the tedious bank work and releases person- 
nel for more challenging and constructive work. 

Important as these installations are, Canada’s need for wide 
and diversified financial services extends to the smallest hamlet. 
In most cases chartered banks, including many of this Bank’s 
1300 Canadian branches, provide the only financial services 
available at such points, bringing to them every facility avail- 
able in the largest metropolitan centre. 

Such services are costly to maintain and reasonable charges 
for the many services performed are justified. The banking 
system provides these services at uniform cost, regardless of 
location or the volume of business handled at individual 
branches. 

As anexample, customers depositing cheques drawn on other 
banking points receive immediate credit and can use the funds 
immediately, as though they had been borrowed for the time 
being, notwithstanding that the negotiating branch bank does 
not receive settlement at one of the central clearing points until 
some time later. The organization required to perform the 
clearing function is a complex and costly one which carries on 
around the clock. s 

Opportunities for rapid promotion in a satisfying career in 
the Bank are offered to ambitious individuals, While planned, 
on-the-job training is the primary means of equipping person- 
nel with basic knowledge and special skills, there are in addi- 
tion widespread training facilities designed to assist officers of 
both sexes to equip themselves for increased responsibilities. 
A Staff College in Toronto and Career Centres in four major 
centres across the country provide instruction in a wide range 
of subjects. Men and women are encouraged to participate in 
the Fellow’s Course in banking, and scholarships awarded 
annually present an opportunity to acquire a full university 
education. Officers of the Bank regularly attend executive 
development programs at Canadian and other universities. In 
recent years an increasing number of the women have been 
promoted to senior positions and every encouragement is given. 
them to advance to positions of senior responsibility. 

The progress of the Bank during the year could only have 
been accomplished by men and women confident of their role 
in our future progress, devoted to the ideals and objectives of 
the Bank and willing to put forth a full measure of thoughtful 
effort. To all members of the personnel I extend the thanks of

‘| mands for three and one-half 
years. 


Because of the serfousness 
of the situation, the Treasury 
is expected early next year to 
recommend either reducing 
the amount of silver in coins or 
not using the precious metal at 
all. k

Britain pushing for nuclear force 


London —(UPI)—Britain is pushing 
a plan for an Atlantic nuclear force 
which it thinks can cement the shaky 
western alliance without spreading the 
deterrent. 

The British concept, which is cur- 
rently being hammered out in detail 
for presentation to President Johnson 
by Prime Minister ‘Harold Wilson at 
their Washington meeting Dec. 7 and” 
§, has the markings of a compromise 
between a variety of plans for greater 
Buropean participation in nuclear pol- 
joy and strategy dec isions. ‘ 

Britain thinks that both the United 
States and West Germany can endorse 
it because it leaves the president’ § fing- 
er on the nuclear trigger ¢ and gives the 
Bonn Goyernment a one on its saf- 
ety catch. : ; 

At the same time, however, Britain 
hopes to get something for herself out 
of the projected deal. ; 

The British Government does not 
like the American- -projected” mixed 
manned nuclear fleet because London 
considers it militarily unsound, finan= 
cially costly and politically dangerous 
because it could block a big power a- 
greement with Russia to ban the spread 
of nuclear weapons. 

In drafting its compromise plan 
Britain has been guided by the desire 
+o saye Money and use her existing nu- 
clear weapons instead of investing a 
lot more in the MILF ships, which the 
British military say would not add to 
the west’s security.

don University in the series ‘A Common 
Language’, 
BBC's English by Radio Department 


and the Voice of America, and also~ 
broadcast in the BBC General “Over-~ 


Beas Service. ’ 


Professor Marckwardt and Professor 
Quirk divided the differences in vocab- 


- ulary into four classes: the real things, 


for example, the plants and animals; 
words for different ways of doing 
things (such as grilling or broiling); 
terms referring to different social and 


political institutions, and names of new 


inventions. 


In the class of real things, Professor. 
Marekwardt pointed out that the flora 
and fauna of Bngland and the United 
States were by no means the same, and 
the early settlers had had to supply 
names for unfamiliar species of plants 
and animals and features of the land- 
scape. At times they made up new 
words such as ‘mockingbird’, ‘rattle- 
snake’ and ‘egg plant’. Occasionally 
they used a familiar name for some 
thing different. In the United States 
for example, the name robin is applied 
to a rather large bird, a type of thrush; 
whereas in Britain it is a small red- 
breasted one. A good many words 
were borrowed from the American In- 
dian language, for example, ‘hickory’, 
a kind of tree, ‘squash’, a vegetable, 
and ‘moccasin’, The Freneh settlers 
contributed such words as ‘caribou’ and 
*prairie’, and the Spanish ‘canyon’ and 
‘bronco’ to the American variety of 
BPnglish.

Eliminate Tragedy — 


Every municipality in Ontario may a 
soon be required by law to provide : ade-— ih 
quate fire protection within its boun- 
daries. The measure aimed at elim- 
inating ‘tragedies caused in small mu- 
nicipalities by inadequate or complete 
Jack of protection is urged by the Fed- 
eration of Ontario ppiotees on Fire- 
fighters. 

The Federation claims many of the 
province’s 978 ‘municipalities do not — 
provide adequate fire protection and — 
some provide none. it 

At present there is no legislation re- 
quiring a municipality to set up a fire 
department or maintain protection a- 
gainst fire. The government fs giving 
serious consideration to this problem. 

New legislation covering fire protec- 
tion could be on a similar line to that 
requiring municipalities to be _respon- 
sible for policing and the maintenance 
of law and order. 

Fire protection and an adequate am- 
pulance service are two services pro- 
vided adequately in Lindsay, but not 
adequately in other parts of the area.

Dr. Frost 
“much loved 
teacher” 


On the occasion of the death 
of Dr. G.B. Frost, Thursday 
in Kingston, Dr. J. A. Cory, 
Principal of Queen's Univer- 
sity said ‘Mr, Frost was a 
much-loved teacher and he will 
be a lively memory among us 
for many years”. 


Frost Wing, an addition to| 


the chemistry building at 
Queen’s University which 
opened in 1962 is a tribute to 
the contribution and service 
to the University of De. Gren- 
ville Barker Frost, former 
head of the department of 
chemistry. 

Born in Orillia in 1891, Dr. 
Frost graduated in 1915 from 
the University of Toronto with | 
an honours BA in Chemistry.) 
He joined the teaching staff of 
Queen's in 1924. From 1956 
to 1961, he was professor of 
physical chemistry and head 
of the Department. He re- 
tired in 1961. 

Dr, Frost was a brother to 
the Hon. Leslie M. Frost, for-} 
mer Premier of Ontario. 

Dr. Frost's colleagues recall 
him best as a teacher, 
very inspiring one”, in the 
words of Dr. R.L. Mcintosh 
head of the department. 

During Dr. Frost’s tenure as| 
head of the chemistry depart- 
ment the first Ph.D. in chemis- 
try was awarded at Queen's.

If any one is in- 
terested he can find out the year when the contest was 
held by getting in touch with Mr. Bate in the Town 
Clerk’s office and find out when Mr. Sootheran was 
Mayor. The Board of Trade does not furnish a title for 
the poetry other than that it must have an old home 
sentiment. Perhaps they were having an Old Home Week 
such as Lindsay held a few years ago. Anyway a very 
ready response came to then. from all quarters of Ameri- 
ca. Nearly two hundred poems were submitted from 
every part of North America. The Committee of Judges 
was composed of Rey. Dr. Clark, Prof. Maurice Hutton, 
Prof. Pelham Edgar aand Prof. W.S. McLay. As each 
poem came in it was given a number so that the judges 
didn’t know the name of any of the competitors. They 
awarded first prize to Duncan Campbell Scott of Ottawa. 
Second prize went to Miss Helen M. Merrill of Picton and 
third prize went to Miss Marjorie Pickthall of Toronto.

An are 
fe to be surrounded by complete breakdown in the 
bear machinery of Parliament, 
which at times has threaten- 
ed the routine functioning of 
government itself, has brought 
criticism which has stopped 
short of decisive action. The 
Thompson Social Credit Group 
whose leader has just return- 
ed from an unprecedented 
junket to Africa set up by Wx- 
ternal Affairs Minister Paul 
Martin, has made it clear that 
it doesn’t propose to see the 
Pearson administration top- 
pled. The handful of less than 
a dozen votes that 
it controls now gives the 
Thompson Social Credit rump 
a strategic if not necessarily 
salutory balance of power. 
Ordinarily, the aura of com- 
bined scandal and incompe- 
tence in which the present Li- 
beral ministry has become in- 
volved would be sufficient to 
topple it from power and force 
it to the country. The issues, 
furthermore, are the sort the 
ordinary voters does not nor- 
mally condone when he marks 
his ballot. 
In other words, the feeling 
|is growing steadily in the capi- 
tal both among parliamentary 
observers and in political cir- 
cles, that the present highly 
artifical situation in the House 
of Commons is resulting in 
much kinder treatment for 
the Pearson Government than 
it would receive at the hands 
of the voter if it went to-the 
country. 
Since a Parliament which is 
at cross-purposes with the 
rank-and-file of the nation ob- 
viously has ceases to be a re-| 
presentative body, it follows 
that Democratic principles at 
least are in a state of suspen- 
sion. That is the feature of]; 
the current situation which is 
causing the greatest concern 
to the growing army of obser- 
vers here in the capital who 
are, as the popular saying 
goes, “viewing things with 
alarm”, 
The answer of the govern- 
ment to all such interpreta- 
tions of the present state of 
affairs is, of course that they 
are the products of biased 
minds. The ministry pontifi- 
cates impressively that a gen- 
eral election would not be in 
the public interest and that 
the public does not want one. 
But it refrains from giving the 
public an opportunity to ex- 
press its agreement or other- 
wise with the proposition that 
no other regime can improve 
upon the record which the 
present administration is add- 
ing to daily. 
In Federal political circles 
the reputation of Govern- 
ments in power as disinterest- 
ed judges of public opinion is 
a trifle tarnished at the mo- 
ment and does not stand too! 
high. The reason is under- 
standable. When Rt. Hon. 
Louis St. Laurent called a gen- 
eral election back in 1957 he 
was convinced that the voters 
| Were eager to instruct his goy- 
ernment to carry on. Similar- 
ly, when Rt. Hon, John Diefen- 
|baker went to the country in 
1962 it was to collect the acco- 
lade which he was confident 
|the voters had ready for him. 
[Both Prime Ministers proved 
astray in their judgement. 
And confidence in politicians 
who undertake to read the 
minds of the voters in advance 
of their actions at the ballot 
box has been weakened ever

There are an estimated 7,000 
to 8,000 camp hunters in the 
northern half of the Lindsay 
District, Bach year all camp 
licencees on Crown land and 
as many private camp owners 
as can be contacted are asked 
to report the results of their 
hunt on a form designed for 
this purpose. The 1964 list of 
camps or hunting parties runs 
to over 550 names and returns 
will probably not be complete 
for some time. 

dunters success figures can- 
not be computed until all re- 
turns are in (a reminder was 
recently mailed to those whose 
returns have not yet been re- 
ceived) but it is still possible to 
compare this year’s hunt with 
last year’s. Where we have 
1963 and 1964 returns from 
the same camp we can use the 
differences in the numbers of 
men hunting and deer killed to 
reveal marked changes in 
hunting success from one year 
to the next. : 

To date 355 camps from 30 
townships report 54 more men 
and 90 more deer bagged than 
in 1963. Therefore, we must 
assume, in these areas at least 
hunting has generally improy- 
ed. 

Success is up in nine town- 
ships, Anson, Burleigh, Caven- 
dish, Clyde, Digby, Eyre, Gal- 
way, Glamorgan and Methuen. 
Liftle or no change can be de- 
tected in eleven town-ships, 
Anstruther, Bruton, Cardiff, 
Dudley, Harburn, Harvey, Hin- 
don, Lutterworth, Monmouth, 
Sherborne and Snowdon. Six 
townships show a somewhat 
poorer hunt, Chandos, Dalton, 
Dysart, Guilford, Somerville 
and Stanhope. 

Camps that have not already 
replied are urged to make their 
returns soon to the depart- 
ment. All camps replying will 
receive a complete report on 
the results of the 1964 hunt.

Madrid — The Spanish ca- 
binet is expected to decide to- 
day whether to allow former 
Argentine dictator Peron to re-

Washington — Presentation 
before a federal grand jury is 
the next step in the U-S justice 
department's case against 21 
men arrested in connection 
with the killing of three civil 
rights workers in Mississippi.

Vancouver — Vancouver’s 
rejection of a By-law calling for 
approval of plans between the 
city and Stafford Smythe for 
construction of an eight-mil- 
lion dollar coliseum has 
brought forth a compromise 
plan by British Columbia Pre- 
mier W.A.C. Bennett. Bennett 
suggests the province, city and 
federal government join to 
build the coliseum and conven- 
tion centre. 

Quebec — Provincial police 
are stringently enforcing the 
law prohibiting the carry of 
liquor between Ontario and 
New Brunswick into Quebec. 

The law is not normally en- 
forced, but a strike by Que- 
bec liquor board employees 
has changed the situation. 

Saigon, Viet Nam — South 
Vietnamese government troops 
mopped up after major battles 
in which they killed at least 200 
communist guerrillas.

Midland, Ontario — It was nearly 350 
years ago that Christianity and Christ- 
mas first came to the wilderness which 

“js now Ontario, Canada. 

The Recollects came here from 
France in 1615, Then, 14 years later, 

the Jesuits conoed and portaged their 


A: Way. through forbidding country to 


Huronia to set up their main mission on 
the banks of the River Wye just east 
of present-day Midland, 

Painstakingly the priests, their hand- 
ful of artisans and willing Indians, er- 
ected the palisades pole by pole until 
some 10,000 of them surrounded the 
encampment which was later to be- 
come “Ste. Marie Among the Hurons,” 
farthest westerly outpost of the white 
man in Canada, It was here the Ind- 
jans probably saw their first nativity 
scene and celebrated one of their first 

Christmases with these missionaries 
from France. 

In 1649 when the Jesuits burned the 
mission rather than let i tfall into the 
rands of the warring Jroquois, many 
hundreds of tribesmen apparently from 
as far away as present-day Florida had 
come to see and hear the story of the 
nativity and to partake in the festivi- 
ties of Christmas.

(UPI)—A teacher should have the 
proper equipment, books, and class 
size to support her efforts. Such items 
help to improve the quality and effect- 
iyeness of instruction, 

As an example of the yalue of equip- 
ment in the instructional programme, 
consider a class studying New York 
City or San Francisco or VYancouyer. 
How might a variety of equipment be 
used? A teacher could locate the cit- 
jes on a globe. A discussion of their 
locations might help students to under- 
stand why these cities have grown to 
their present size and importance. 
They are on large protected bays with 
easy access to the oceans. Large ships 
ean safely dock and discharge their 
goods and passengers. The location 
of these cities gives a general indica- 
tion of weather conditions. Maps can 
then be used to study the more detailed 
layout of the cities and surrounding 
areas. 

Books are useful to gather informa- 
tion about the governments, industries, 
history, peoples, recreational facilities, 
and schools. This research informa- 


tion can be made more meaningful by 


using various movies, slides and film 
strips. Reeords and tape recordings 
might also be introduced.

showing the Hmpire State Building and 
Rockerfeller Center. Obyiously, both 
approaches are necessary.

CHRISTMAS OR 
JERUSALEM CHERRY 

The Christmas or Jerusalem 
cherry is a cheerful berried 
plant for the Christmas season. 
Most strains have red berries; 
some have yellow berries. The 
plants should be placed in 
good light in a cool tempera- 
ture say horticulturists with 
the Ontario Department of Ag- 
riculture The plants should 
be given adequate water to pre- 
vent wilting; otherwise the 
leaves may drop off. 

After Christmas when the 
berries drop off they may be 
saved and dried. The seed may 


March. When the first true 
leaves appear prick out the 
seedlings about 2 inches apart 
in flats. Later, when the seed- 
lings are large enough, they 
should be transplanted to 3 
inch pots. During the early 
stages, keep the plants cool 
(55 to 60 degrees F.). 

In spring after the danger of 
frost is over, transplant the 
young plants to the garden for 
summer growth, but they must 
be brought inside before frost.

The social work of the Army 
can be divided into main cate- 
gories: men’s social and wo- 
men’s social as well as those} 
things which take in both men 
and women together.

Harbour- 
light centres are set up for the 
rehabilitation of alcoholics 
and Eventide Homes are ayail- 
able for aged men. 

In women’s social work the 
Salvation Army has receiving 
home which take young female 
offenders released from the 
courts, homes for unwed 
mothers where the mothers are 
cared for and adoptions ar- 
ranged, and Grace Hospitals 
which are operated in the 
major.cities of the world. The 
Army also operates Sunset

Defeated reeve 
speaks out on 


Omemee Ont, 
Dec. 14, 1963. 
To Whom It May Concern: 

On Sunday, Dec. 6th, on the 
C.B.C’s programme “This Hour 
Has Seven Days” the village of 
Omemee was portrayed as a 
place where a man was dis- 
liked on account of his colour 
by Mr. John Drainie who need- 
eda punch line to introduce the 
next subject, little caring that 
it would do much harm to the 
village. The programme it- 
self was fairer than expected 
but still designed to present 
the image of a place where a 
man was discriminated against 
because of his colour. A couple 
of local citizens were used to 
help presented this image, one, 
the next reeve, and the other 
misquoting another citizen. 

In realitv, Omemee should 
have been presented as a vil- 
lJage where the people welcom- 
ed the coloured doctor and 
gave him every opportunity to 
establish himself and his fam- 
ily. However, the doctor, for 
reasons yet unknown, imme- 
diately began a programme to 
arouse animosity in the village 
and district, knowing that he 
could hide behind his colour 
and arouse the sympathy of the 
public at large and the press. 
This programme started long 
before the disastrous school 
fire and took the form of divid- 
ing an audience when asked to 
speak on occasions. He also 
sought to attack the village 
council (a popular sport receiv- 
ing the support of the delighted 
local press) charging non co- 
operation where none was ask- 
ed in the matter of testing lo- 
eal wells. The Council did not 
co-operate when he demanded 
that the sanitary inspector be 
replaced presumably because 
he had a mind of his own and 
without even a hearing. 

As stated before, Council 
has been as anxious to assess 
the village’s needs regarding 
sewage and water as the doctor. 
Reports from 0.W.R.C. are still 
incomplete but it is my belief 
until proven otherwise that the 
village cannot afford either 
sewage or water and may not 
need either at the present time. 
My plea is for greater financial 
assistance when an alternative 
sewage disposal system is de- 
veloped that is worth the ex- 
pense involved. Both the con- 
ventional treatment plant and 
the lagoon system are an open 
invitation to the Government 
to advance funds to promote 
research into waste disposal 
and if possible avoid wasting 
vast quantities of the people’s 
money on inefficient methods. 

The sale of the school pro- 
perty to the doctor, secretly,} 
and for the sum of $500.00 was 
a shock to the Council and the 
village. When, two nights 
later. the school burned to the 
sround the fire was presented 
in the loeal press as being an 
act of spite against the doctor.

Snowstorm Manners 


From now on the Civil Defence peo- 
ple can talk as long as they want about 
the chances of getting this or that 
many people out of Montreal when 
there's imminent danger of someone 
dropping The Bomb. After watching 
people trying to get home in a snow- 
storm it’s obvious what the chances 
would be. They'd be ridiculous. 


There’s a hard-dying myth about hu- 
man nature always becoming exalted 
in moments of common disaster; but 
it’s a myth that melts faster than the 
first snowflake when it’s given any 
strain at all.

On Raising Children 


New York —(UPI) — Preparing 
children for marriage isn’t something 
properly done on the eve of their wed- 
ding day—and with the gift of a book 
on budgets or baking. 

You start preparing them the minute 
they start becoming aware of the home 
life around them, the people in that 
home and the way one family member 
acts toward another—starting with Ma 
and Pa. 


This means, in effect, that prepara- 
tion for marriage begins when the 
child’s in the craddle. 


W. Clark Bllzey, acting chairman of 
the Family Life Education Depart- 
ment at Stephens College in Columbia, 
Mo., makes these points in a new book 
—Preparing your children for Mar- 
riage” (Association Press). 


He maintains that preparation for 
Marriage is a continuous process from 
birth until wedding day and that per- 
haps 90 per cent of this preparation 
actually takes place through children’s 
observations of parental attitudes and 
behaviour in married life. 

“Ms parents, Prof. Wllzey says, “We 
help our children and we hinder them 
as they struggle to become responsibly 
independent, to acquire respect for au- 
thority, to secure status feeling, to dis- 
cover the joys of giving, to develop a 
capacity for live...” 

“But as parents, he explains, we are 
imperfect. 

“Our own marriages May be a long 
way from ideal,” he said, “We may not 
show all the characteristics of success 
and happiness. We may he grown up 
in some respectss and immature in 


others. We may be strong in some 
way, but weak in others.” 
The ideals of perfect marriage, 


meanwhile, are what we must struggle 
to reach—and show the children. 

“Tdeals are like stars,” Prof, Pllzey 
said. ‘Men have found their way by 
them all across the ages, but no one 
has reached one yet. 

The marks of a successful and hap- 
py Marriage cited by the author in- 
clude: 

—Responsible Independence. The 
hubsand and wife’s needs and depend- 
ence is complementary and contributes 
to the enrichment and fulfillment of 
their life.

If every man would mend a man... 


Washington, (UPI) — Communist 
China is liftmg the Bamboo Curtain for 
a U. S. surgeon to learn how he has 
restored the hearing of thousands of 
deaf persons. 

Except for one or two journalists, Dr. 
Samuel Rosen of New York is one of 
the few Americans to be extended an 
invitation to visit Red China. 

“Who knows? It may be the begin- 
ing of something,” said Rosen in an in- 
terview with United Press International. 

The State Department has approved 
passports for Rosen and his wife, Hel- 
en, to travel to Peking Jan. 1. He was 
invited by the Red Chinese Medical So- 
ciety to demonstrate the operation 
bearing his name. 

It involves surgical correction of one 
of the most common causes of deaf- 
ness. Rosen stumbled on the tech- 
nique in 1953. Since then, he has re- 
stored the hearing of about 14,000 per- 
sons and demonstrated the operation 
to doctors in 27 nations. 

With the patient under local anes- 
thesia, Rosen opens the ear to the 
stapes in the middle ear. Deafness is 
usually caused by calcium deposits at 
the base of the stirrup-shaped bone. 


The calcium causes rigidity, keeping - 


the stapes from vibrating, thus block- 
ing the hearing process. 

To correct this, Rosen flexes the 
bone in some cases, nicks it in others 
and sometimes replaces it with a plas- 
tic substitute. 

In successful operations — 90 per 
cent of the time—hearing is instantly 
restored to the conscious patient. 

“It’s a terrific sensation for me and 
the patient,” said Rosen.

Providing information to the 
- public in peace and war has 
been recognized for centuries 
as a requirement by civil and 
military authorities. With the 
emergence of democracy the 
importance of an informed 
public was given new emphasis. 
If the people are to govern they 
must search out the true facts 
upon which to base judge- 
ments. And, when the facts 
are clouded and obscured and 
multiple choices are available 
to them, the public must be 
able to hear and read the varied 
prevailing opinions in order to 
decide and make known to 
their elected representatives 
the course they wish adopted. 

The practice of informing 
the public has been confined 
neither to democracies nor 
modern times. Roman generals 
campaigning on the frontiers 
used courier-bourne reports to 
ensure that details of their 
victories were proclaimed in 
Rome’s market places. More 
recently, Hitler had his Goeb- 
bels. In sharp contrast Win- 
ston Churchill dramatically and 
factually informed the public 
of the perils they faced and the 
sacrifices he was demanding. 
Also, during the Second World 
War with government approval 
the Allied Armed Forces organ- 
ized extensive facilities to as-| 
sist war correspondents in pro- 
viding the public with infor- 
mation. 

In peacetime, natural dis- 
asters repeatedly have illus- 
trated the importance of in- 
forming the public. Many read- 
ers of the Army Journal will 
be personally familiar with the 
constant demand for compre- 
hensive and accurate infoma- 
tion to the public during natur- 
al disasters. Huricane Hazel; 
the Manitoba Floods of 1950 
and the operations in 1948 
when the Fraser River went on 
the rampage, illustrated this 
characteristic need for infor- 
mation. And the effectiveness 
with which it is provided can 
immeasurably assist those re- 
sponsible for operations during 
natural disasters. In one such 
disaster a complete and frank 
situation report effectively de- 
livered to the public by a Com- 
mander was judged to have 
had an immediate calming in- 
fluence although the serious 
dangers confronting the com- 
munity were clearly stated. 

The importnce to defence of 
an informed public is great- 
er for nuclear than convention- 
alwar. And the need to inform 
the public on the subject will 
remain constant until such 
time as the climate for true 
peace has been developed uni- 
versally and the control and in- 
spection of arms has been ac- 
cepted and effectively estab- 
lished. Unfortunately, those 
conditions do not exist today. 

Technological progress has as- 
sisted efforts to ensure an in- 
formed public. It is now pos- 
sible to provide an overwhelm- 
ing mass of data, facts and opin- 
ions. Recently world-wide te- 
levision programmes were seen 
and other 
pects in the field of communi- 
cations were forecast by the 
highly successful project which 
placed the satellite TELSTAR 
“in orbit 

But in the final analysis 
volume alone will not ensure 


that the pubic is informed. The 


and some falsehoods circulated.

rity, honesty and skills in com- 
munication of the authorities 
providing the information and 
the writers and broad-casters 
who address themselves to the 
public. : 
Even with further technical 
improvements: it will remain. 
as it is today, a most difficult 
task. to ensure an informed 
public. Some facts will remain 
obscure, some truths unknown 


In addition to the difficulties 
inherent in ensuring an inform- 
ed public and the complexities 
of the subject of nuclear war- 
fare, there is no human exper- 
ience in either short or long- 
term effects of a multi-mega- 
tons thermonuclear weapons 
attack. Despite these difficul- 
ties, an impressive amount of 
information based on the best 
scientific knowledge available 
has been prepared for the pub- 
lic by the Federal Government. 
The Emergency Measures Ox- 
ganization co-ordinated the 
programme by which this infor- 
mation is provided. BMO issues 
information on subjects for 
which it is responsible and co- 
ordinates the emergency mea- 
sures public information acti- 
vities of all federal depart 
ments. In addition, it provides 
public information assistance 
to the provinces and through 
them to the municipalities. 


In preparing the EMO pub- 
lic mformation plan the first 
step was to decide what infor- 
mation the public needed and 
the second step was to select 
the means by which that infor- 
mation would be provided. 
It is not possible in this ar- 
ticle to provide the details of 
all the emergency measures in- 
formation now available to the 
public from the federal goy- 
ernment. Therefore, in what 
is a necessary over-simplifica- 
tion, the information being pro- 
vided can be summarized as fol- 
lows: 
The current threat of nu- 
clear war; the effects of nuclear 
war upon Canada and its 
people; federal government 
emergency plans and prepar- 
ations and advice to individuals 
and families regarding peace- 
time survival preparations they 
can make for their own pro- 
tection. 
A major means of providing 
this information has been the 
publication of pamphlets and 
leaflets. One series of pam- 
phlets is subtitled Blueprint 
for Survival. 


The information contained 
in the publications is as factual 
as present knowledge permits. 
Prior to publication drafts of 
each are reviewed by scientists 
and technical experts qualified 
in the particular subject and

As stated earlier, federal de- 
partments having major em- 
ergency measures responsibili- 
ties are responsible for prepar- 
ing and issuing public informa- 
tion on the subject. For ex- 
ample, the Army supplies the 
information on its ‘survival 
role, Also, the Department 
of Agriculture, in consultation 
with the Bmergency Measures 
Organization, prepared, pub- 
lished and distributed the 
pamphlet Fallout on the Farm. 
The principle has been adopt- 
ed that each department is 
responsible for ‘all public in- 
formation aspects arising 
from its emergency measures 
responsibilities. The Bmer- 
gency Measures Organization 
co-ordinates departmental. 
public information in order to 
prevent duplication and en- 
sure conformity with policy 
and fact. 

Beside the current public 
information plan, the Emer- 
gency Measures Organization 
also is responsible for develop- 
ing and co-ordinating an 
operations plan for public in- 
formation that would be 
brought into use in the event 
of a real emergency. In an 
attack on Canada, convention- 
al or nuclear, dissemination of 
information to the public 
would be seriously disrupted. 
But at the same time it would 
be essential to quickly provide 
the public with information, 
instructions and advice, there- 
by reducing confusion and giv- 
ing the people the incentive to 
survive and assist the country 
in recovering from the attack. 
Here, too, it would be import- 
ant to decide what information 
the public needed and means 
by which it would be provided. 
With respect to the former, it 
is essential to distinguish be- 
tween the two general types 
of information which may be 
defined as: 

(a) Public Information - is 
information on the activities 
of our nation, allies and 
enemy in wartime that will 
maintain the will of the) 
people to survive, help others 
survive and thereby assist in 
the country’s recovery. 

(b) Warnings, Instructions 
and Adyice - to the public re-| 
quiring or recommending act- 
ion by them in an emergency. 

In planning, the principle 
has been accepted that every 
means of passing information 
to the public would be used. 

The quickest possible warn- 
ing followed by instructions 
and advice to the public would 
be essential in the event of a 
threat of imminent attack on 
North America, Broadcasting 
stations provide the fastest 
means of disseminating infor- 
mation and for this reason an 
Bmergency Broadcasting Plan, 
developed, organized and op- 
erated by the Canadian Broad- 
esting Corporation has been 
prepared. 

The plan resulted in the 
formation of the Emergency 
Broadcasting Network in 
which all radio and television 
stations in Canada, with the 
exception of some northern 
stations, will participate. The 
network itself is connected by

the warnings, instructions and 
advice being broadcast to the 
public, Their despatches, 
newscasts and broadcasts by 
senior members of the gov- 
ernments would be the main 
source of public information.

AT THE BATTLE 


Washington (UPI) — The 
skinny Nazi major removed 
his blindfold, tore open the 
envelope and removed an 8 by 
11 piece of white bond paper. 

In three, neat typewritten 
lines, it read: 

To the German commander: 

«N-U-T-S. 

“From the American com- 
mander’. ; 

While he spoke English 
quite well, the German officer 
said he did not understand. 
If it was an affirmative an- 
swer, he said he had authority 
to negotiate the surrender of 
Bastogne. 

‘Jt means ‘go to hell’-do 
you know what that means?” 
sail Col. Joseph H. Harper. 

The German officer redden- 
ed as he understood the mean- 
ing of Gen. Anthony C. Mc 
Auliffe’s rejection of a Nazi 
demand to surrender the key 
to the battle that history now 
calls “The Bulge”. 

McAuliffe and Harper reach- 
ed back 20 years today, during 
an interview with United 
Press International, to recall 
how it was at Bastogne during 
that trying time. 

McAuliffe and other veter- 
ans of The Bulge were in 
Washington for a meeting of} 
the U.S, Army Association 
marking the 20th anniversary 
of the historic battle. 

“We were in a rest area af- 
ter fighting in Holland when 
we first heard about it”, said 
McAuliffe, Commander of the | 
101st Airborne Division in 
1944. 

“Tt” was the dying gasp of 
|the Nazi war machine. It was 
| Adolph Hitler's personal plan. 
In complete secrecy, he amass- 
ed 20 divisions-250,000 men- 
along the allied front. 

About 75,000 U.S. troops, 
stretched thin along 85 miles 
of Belgian and Luxembourg 
borders, faced the Nazi coun- 
ter-offensive. 

Hitler planned to cut through | 
the allied front between 
Aachen and Luxembourg, 
throwing back the invaders as 
he pushed to Antwerp and the | 
Channel. 

At 5:30 am., Dec. 16, the 
push began.

9 CHAIR HAS WANDERLUST 


The mystery of the mayor's 
chair, a question that has inter- 
ested Lindsay antique and art 
dealer Ed. Harding was soly- 
ed this week. Twenty-three 
years ago when Ed. Harding 
was on the council in Leaside, 
the mayor sat on a large, ornate 
and impressive chair bearing a 
brass plate, reading “Presented 
to James E. Peaker, Esq, 
Mayor 1917-18-19 by the town 
council of the Town of York- 
ton”. Yorkton was an early 
name for the town of Leaside. 

One day Councillor Harding 
noticed a workman carrying 
the chair away from the coun- 
cil chamber and found it was 
going to the dump. “You can’t 
dump a chair like that”, he 
said, and asked the workman 
to leave in in his garage. In the 
meantime the council chamber 
of Leaside was used as a school- 
room and council met else- 
where. 

The chair remained in Mr. 
Harding's possession for the 
past twenty-three years and

LEARNING TO LIVE 
WITH A WEAK HEART 
Recently a friend told me 
that he'd prefer not to be 
made aware he had a weak 
heart. He said it would scare 
him to death. I said that was 
a certain way to shorten his 
days here, The truth may hurt, 
but ignorance causés more 
actual damage. In knowledge 
there is strength. For ex- 
ample, consider this letter 
from Nashville, Tenn,: 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Just 
read your column about tell- 
ing the truth. I am glad my 
doctor told me the truth over 
30 years ago. Otherwise, I 
would never have fought for 
my life as I have all these 
years. He said that unless I 
took care of myself I would 
not live long. From that time 
T've read everything I could 
get my hands on-including 
your column and your books— 
which pertained to heart 
trouble. 


IT learned at the beginning 
to consult my heart and abide 
by it. When I haven't I've got- 
ten into trouble. For the first 
several months during my or- 


hardly daring to breathe and 
giving my heart a chance to 
get strong again. 

As the years went by I kept 
consulting my heart. If I got 
short of breath that meant 
slow down. If my chest got 
tight and my breathing labour- 
ed, that meant lie down until 
it quit acting up. If I forgot 
and ran to the mailbox my 
heart would act as if someone 
struck a butcher knife in my 
chest and gave it a twist. That 


j|was warning enough to stop 


and get a pill under my tongue 
quick. 


T have learned to live with 
my heart. I still have to pet 
it and humour it. I believe in 
the shop-worn precept: Never 
run when you can walk, never 
walk when you can sit, and 
never sit when you can lie 
down. 


I mostly skip the running 
and the sitting. I either walk 
or lie down, Ten minutes of 
lying down rests me more than 
a half hour sitting. 

My husband is 78 and I am

longest flag debate in history 
‘and become the only country 
jin the world with two flags— 
one borrowed from another 
country and the other made 
from scratch. 

The senate last night gave 
final approval to the newborn 
flag-a single red maple leaf 
on white with red borders—as 
Canada’s first National flag in 
her 97-year history as a na- 
tion. The vote was 38 to 23. 

The flag was designed in a 
|15-member, all party Com- 
mons committee that deliber- 
ated in secret for six weeks be- 
‘fore finally recommending it 
|to parliament. 

Down the hall, the Com- 
mons voted the United King- 
dom’s Union Jack Canada’s 
second flag-the symbol of this 
country’s allegiance to the 
crown and connection with the 
Commonwealth-giving a flag) 
that had flown over Canada 
for more than 100 yrs., its first 
official status as a Canadian} 
flag.

The fate of Michu Picchu 


Zalia, Peru (UPI) — The Peruvian 
government has taken a growing in- 
terest in the fate of the 500-year-old 
Inca City of Machu Picchu, discovered 
in 1911 by an explorer seeking the fab- 
led “lost city of the Incas”. 


Although Machu Piechu was not the 
city explorer Hiram Bingham of Yale 
University was seeking, it was indeed 
a lost city built in the enclave of Two 
Andes mountains and apparently unin- 
habited since the early part of the 16th 
Century. 


The strongly-fortified village was 
found in a comparatively well preserv- 
ed condition. It had been spared the 
ravages of the conquering spaniards 
under Francisco Pizarro. But the 
ravages of the weather and time had 
done their damage. They still are. 

This is the problem that concerns 
the Peruyian Government. Although 
the Incas were brilliant at building with 
stone without the use of mortar, the 
results of their efforts have begun to 
show their age. Some of the walls and 
fortresses that protected the city have 
begun to crumble.

Inca Hmpire, are keeping a close watch 
of the ruins of Machu Picchu. The 
city is located only a few miles from 
Cuzco, almost 10,000 feet above sea lev- 
el. 

The government has announced 
plans to turn the city into a major at- 
traction for both archaeologists and 
tourists. 

Under the direction of the National 
University of Lima, a program of pres- 
ervation and restoration is being car- 
ried out. Government officals said 
they hope, in time, to build a museum 
of Inca artifacts near the ruins. 

The reconstruction and development 
Corporation of Cuzco plans to build 
a suspended-cable railway from the 
foot of Machu Picchi mountain to the 
city it helps cradle in one of its valleys. 

And a wealthy Peruvian, Ana Fernan- 
dini De Naranjo, recently donated 
$18,000 toward restoration and con- 
struction of the museum. 

Although the history of Machu Pic- 
chi is surrounded in mystery and still 
left primarily to speculation, the Per- 
uvian overnment has expressed hope 
that enough backing can be found for 
its program to recreate the city and 
preserve its material structure if noth- 
ing else for the future.

Commonwealth of Nations. 

While Canada witn its 3,700,000 
square miles of territory, with its en- 
ormous natural resources, its yaried 
attractions of scenery, climate and in- 
dustry, has this independent position 
within the empire, still our country is 
bound to the mother land by the 
strongest ties of fillial devotion as are 


expressed by all of us every day when- - 


ever we are assembled by using and 
with glass in hand we drink a toast 
to Her Majesty Queen Hlizabeth and 
sing our National Anthem. nd when 
we drink this toast and sing our an- 
them we stand erect and face the flag- 
draped photograph of the Queen or 
King as the case may be. : 

No subject comes home more Closely 
to the heart of a people or appeals 
more closely to the intelligence of its 
citizens than the Flag—its traditions, 
its history, its prestige, its many and 
vital meanings. There is only one 
Flag for the whole population of Can- 
ada, and today our Government, in try- 
ing to appease one segment of our 
population are forgetting the history 
and meaning and traditions of our be- 
loved Union ack and are sending it to 
the junk pile in the hopes’ that it will 
soon be forgotten. No it will not soon 
be forgotten. A few months ago when 
our Prime Minister was invited to speak 
to the Dominion Command of the Vet- 
erans Convention in Winnipeg, he was 
practically booed off the platform.

This Day 50 Years Ago 


DECEMBER 23, 1914 
Lindsay's leading industry razed 

A staggering blow was given the town 
last night when one of its leading in- 
dustries—in fact one of the leading in- 
dustries of the country—was destroyed 
by fire, and what was yesterday a busy 
hive of industry, giving employment to 
several hundred hands, is today level- 
led to the ground. The portions of the 
Walls left standing, the shafting and 
machinery, twisted into all conceiy- 
able shapes, and the smouldering de- 
bris, all tell a sad story of the fire- 
fiend’s relentless ravages. 


The Horn Bros. Woollen Mill, which 
Was gutted yesterday was established 
by the late Alex Horn, 22 years ago.

He sent a man to put in an alarm at 
onee and ran across and warned the 
watchman and any others who might 
be in the building to get out at once. 
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Self Development

When we have learned to achieve... 
self-renewal... We shall have discoy- 
ered one of the most important secrets 
a society can learn, a secret that will 
unlock new resources of Vitality 
throughout the society. And we shall 
have done something to avert the hard- 
ening of the arteries that attacks so 
many societies. Men who have lost 


their adaptiveness naturally resist 
change. The most stubborn  pro- 
tector of his own vested interest is 


the man who has lost the capacity for 
self-renewal. 

No one knows why some individuals 
seem capable of self-renewal while 
others do not. But we have some im- 
portant clues to what the self renewing 
man is like, and what we might do to 
foster renewal, 

For the self-renewing man the devel- 
opment of his potentialities and the 
process of self-discovery never end. It 
is a sad but unarguable fact that most 
human beings go through their lives 
only partially aware of the full range 
of their abilities. As a boy in Californ- 
ja I spent a good deal of time in fhe 
Mother Lode country, and like every 
boy of my age I listened raptly to the 
tales told by the old-time prospectors 
in that area, some of them veterans of 
the Klondike gold rush, Every one of 
them had at least one good campfire 
story of a lost gold mine. The details 
varied: the original discoverer had died 
in the mine, or had gone crazy, or had 
been killed in a shooting scrape, or had 
just walked off thinking the mine 
worthless. But the central theme was 
constant: riches left untapped. I have 
come to believe that those tales offer 
a paradigm of education as most of us 
experience it. The mine is worked for 
a little while and then abandoned. 

The development of abilities is at 
least in part a dialogue between the in- 
dividual and his environment. If he 
has it to give and the environment de- 
mands it, the ability will develop. Any 
small boy with real ability to wield his 
fists is likely to discover that ability 
faily early. The little girl with the 
gift for charming grown-ups will have 
no trouble discovering that talent, But 
most abilities are not so readily evoked 
by the common circumstances of life. 
The “mute, inglorious Miltons’” are 
more numerous than one might sup- 
pose, particularly in an age in which 
eyen an articulate Milton might go un- 
noticed, certainly unrewarded. Most 
of us have potentialities that have nev- 
er been developed simply because the 
circumstances of our lives never called 
them forth. 

Exploration of the full range of his 
own potentialities is not something that 
the self-renewing man leaves to the 
chances of life. It is something he pur- 
sues systematically, or at least avidly, 


to the end of his days. He looks for- 
ward to an endless and unpredictable 
dialogue between his potentialities and 
the claims of life not only the claims he 
encounters but the claims he invents. 
And by potentialities I mean not just 
skills, but the full range of his capaci- 
ties for sensing, wondering, learning, 
understanding, loving and aspiring. 

The ultimate goal of the educational 
system is to shift to the individual the 
burden of pursuing his own education. 
This will not be a widely shared pur- 
sult until we get over our old conviction 
that education is ‘what goes on in 
school buildings and nowhere else. Not 
only does education continue when 
schooling ends, but it is not confined to 
what may be studied in adult education 
courses. The world is an incompar- 
able classroom, and life is a memorable 
teacher for those who aren't afraid of 
her.

The new Japan Keless Key Comp- 


any is turning out 10,000 keyless keys 


a month to meet the steady demand 
from motorists who habitually lose 
their car keys. 

The keyless key is actually a type of 
small combination lock which can be 
used to replace the ignition lock on an 
automobile or motorcycle. The ow- 
ner of the car dials the proper number 
when he wishes to turn on the ignition. 

An alarm system foils potential burg- 
lars by blowing the automobile horn 
whenever an incorrect combination is 
dialed. 

The name “keyless key’ was chosen 
for the device since in many parts of 
the world the term key is now used to 
describe the entire locking mechanism. 

The compan has signed contracts 
with several automobile manufactur- 
ers in Japan and the United States and 
the keyless key will probably be offered 
as an option in the near future. Instal- 
led price of the unit in Japan is about 
seven dollars.

Mr. and Mrs. Streeter occupy 
a nice suite in the Carnegie} 
apartments and both enjoy} 
very good health. 


Born in London in 1880 he} 
enlisted in the Royal Engineers) 
of the British Army in 1898. 
He went to South Africa in} 
1901 and landed at Cape Town) 
after a three week trip via! 
troopship. He did not partici-| 
pate in any of the major en 
gagements at Ladysmith, Paar-) 
deburg of Bloemfontein but | 
was engaged in guerilla war-| 
fare building blockhouses and 
barbed wire entanglements to, 
encircle the Boers. | 


Right after the funeral of} 
the Late Queen Victoria he re-| 
turned to England and spent} 
his 21st birthday enroute in| 
1902. He came directly to 
Canada in Saskatchewan. His 
wife whom he had known since} 
childhood came out to marry 
him, and he remarked that he! 
had ploughed with oxen, 
horses and tractor. 


Their only son Jasper serv- 
ed in the U.S.A. army in the}

Mr.. Streeter recetved no 
pension for his army service} 
but proudly wears the Boer} 
War service medal richly a 
grayed with his name and num-} 
ber. 


Ironically his only brother 
was killed in action on Armis- 
tice Day Nov. 11, 1918. 


Mr. and Mrs. Streeter re- 
sided at Oakville for 12 years 
Here he met Mr. Wallace of 
the Oakville Wood Products 
Co. who for many years owns 
the pretty picturesque Mirror 
Lake private resort a few miles 
from Omemee. For many| 
years Mr. and Mrs. Streeter! 
were caretakers for this resort} 
until his retirement a year ago. 


Mr. Streeter’s hobby is paint- 
ing and the scores of lovely 
pictures adorning the walls| 
testify to his expert workman-| 
ship with the brush.

The races 
were started at Victoria Ave- 
nue and ended at Lindsay 
Street. There were also foot 
races for boys and girls and 
dog races, 

The town market at the old 
market square was a busy spot 
every Saturday and on days 
immediately preceeding Christ- 
mas. Citizens wended their 
way to the market where they 
found half carcasses of beef 
hanging from the verandah 
roof at the east end of the town 
hall, or were placed on a large 
butcher shop’s chopping block. 
Beautiful quarters of pork 
were displayed and the but- 
cher had no trouble making 
sales. 

Inside the town hall the en- 
tire first floor was used for 
market purposes where women 
from the country displayed and 
sold chickens, geese, ducks, 
turkeys, as well as eggs, all 
kinds of home made butter. 
buttermilk, bunches of sage, 
onions, and beets and some- 
times home-made pies, bread, 
and cake. Nobody worried too 
much about sanitary surround- 
ings but the produce was clean 
and attractive. 

The snow was deep on the 
main street and the days were 
frosty, much more so than in 
these balmy days, but people 
were warmly clad, many in 
homemade garments. People 
were friendlier and happier 
than they are today, Christmas 
came but once a year as it does 
in these modern times, but in 
the old days it brought a dif- 
ferent type of good cheer.

London (UPI) — The picture 
of parliament’s clock tower— 
Big Ben-flashes on the tele- 
vision or movie screen and 
from then on the audience) 
considers itself in London. 

This is what film people call 
“An establishing plot”. They 
have their choice of two which 
instantly mean Paris to audi- 
ences-The Hiffel Tower and 
the Arc De Triomphe. 

And at least three which are 
unmistakably Rome--the Colos- 
seum, the Vatican and the! 
Fountain of Trevi. 

But ever since it was built 
more than a century ago Big 
Ben has been the unique sym- 
bol of the British capital. 

Till now. 

Over the skyline of Central 
London, ancient and modern, 
there has taken shape an odd- 
ly-shaped tower so stunningly 
inconflict with everything in 
this old city that the natives 
scarcely ever mention it. 

Most of them don’t even 
know what it is although they 
have a vague idea it has some- 
thing to do with television. 
They act as though it will go a- 
way if they ignore it. But it 
won't. It is the talest struc- 
tries in the British Isles and 
likely to remain so for many 
years. 

It can be seen for miles 
from nearly any point around 
the city. It is functional and 
ugly where Big Ben is a Gothic 
marvel of graceful proportions 
and elegant adornment. 


But the new tower is bound 
in time to challenge its pre- 
decessor as a smybol of Lon- 
don. Not on esthetic grounds, 
simply because it is there. 

When many acres of the ca- 
pital were levelled by German 
bombers during the war, 
grand plans were made for re- 
building it in beauty as Chris- 
topher Wren had done after 
the Great Fire in 1666. But 
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lovers of the city were dismay- 
ed as one matchbox-shaped

skyscraper followed another. 

Despite an admitted need 
for more office, hotel and 
other space, there was no 2x- 
cuse for most of the unsightly 
building other than the quick 
profits from using cheap ma- 
terials. At least the new tow- 
er has a reason for being 
where it is and looking like it 
does. 

The nationalized general 
post office, whose child it is, 


|says that it is primarily a tele- 


phone and television aerial 
and cannnot be too heavily dis- 


|guised without impairing its 


functions. It had to be con- 
structed near the heart of the 
city because of the geographi- 
cal characteristic of London. 
This also dictated its height 


of 620 feet (roughly as tall as| 


a 60-story skyscraper and 200 
feet taller than any other edi- 
fice in Britain). 


London (says the post office) 
lies in a saucer-shaped depres- 
sion so the tower had to be 
high enough to ensure an un- 
hindered “line of sight” for 
television paths and to avoid 
obstruction from the many tall 
buildings now being built or! 
projected. 

The post office tower, as it 
will be officially named when 
it is opened in mid-1965, will 
have a capacity of 150,000 tele- 
phone circuits and 40 black- 
and white and colour televisi- 
on channels. It will transmit 
the country’s first colour tele- 
vision. 

The tower looks like an enor- 
mous cylindet, solid for its 
first 115 feet. The next 16 
floors contain its equipment 
and are studded with many 
glass panels, Then it inderts 
for six floors of futuristic aer- 
ials, and bulges out again for 
six floors of public observa- 
tion platforms and a slowly re- 
volving circular restaurant, 

Above that is a weather ra- 
dar aerial intended to improve 
short range forecasting.

(UP1)—Since 1958, Mohammed Ayub 
Khan has ruled Pakistan, first under 
Martial Law and since 1962 under a 
system of Basic Democracies.” 

The “Basic Democracies’ were de- 
vised by Ayub, a former Commander- 
in-Chief of the Pakistani Army, to re- 
place the Parliamentary system for 
which he says the 85 per cent illiterate 
Pakistanis are not ready and to estab- 
lish rule under a strong President. 

In effect, it strongly resembles 
French President Charles de Gaulle’s 
Fifth Republic. 

Blections naming 80,000 “Basic Dem- 
ocrats” who will in turn select the next 
president have just been completed. 

These electors are expected to vote 
on Jan. 2, and what had been expected 
to be a “walk-away” victory for Ayub 
now may be something less than that. 

The reason is a 71-year-old spinster 
who is the sister of the revered Mo- 
hammad Ali Jinnah, founder of Pakis- 
tan. 

She is Fatima Jinnah around whom 
Ayub’s’ heretofore scattered opposition 
has found an emotional rallying point. 

She accuses Ayub of running a dicta- 
torship more unbending than the Sov- 
iets’, and the chief plank of her cam- 
campaign is a return to Parliamentary 
rule. 

Ayub has ridiculed her both as an 
amateur politician and as a tool of his 
enemies, but his tactics so far only 
have enhanced the crowds she has 
been able to draw. 

Ayub on the other hand has cam- 


Moon may be Rosetta 


Cairo, U.A.R., (UPI)—If skies are 
clear over north-eastern Egypt on the 
night of Dec. 18, the United States may 
make a giant stride toward selecting a 
landing site on the moon for its astro- 
nauts. 

On that night there will be an eclipse 
of the moon. And in a desert observa- 
tory midway between Cairo and Suez, 
three American scientists and their 
Egyptian counterparts will train sever- 
al million dollars worth of special equip- 
ment on the moon to measure temper- 
ature variations at various spots before, 
during and after the eclipse. 

Since the cooling rate of different 
materials varies sharply, the scientists 
expect to be able to learn a great deal 
about the nature of the moon's surface 
from one area to another, and from this 
the U.S. can determine the most ideal 
spot for landing a rocket ship. 

Dr. Richard Shorthill, 35-year-old 
head of the Geoastrophysics Division 
of the Boeing Colleagues, John Saari 
and Gilbert Bruce, already have arriy- 
ed in Egypt and begun setting up the 
11,000 pounds of equipment they 
brught with them for the experiment. 

Dr. Abdel Hamil Samaha, director of 
Observatories for the U.A.A., is work- 
ing with them in the project which is 
to be carried out at the Kottamia Ob- 
servatory. 

Shorthill said he and his colleagues 
had conducted similar studies during 
two lunar eclipses in 1960 from obser- 
vatories at Victoria, British Columbia, 
and Mt. Wilson in California. 

Since then they have developed spec- 
ial equipment which will enable them 
to scan the entire visible surface of the 
moon—something that was never possi- 
ble before. 

They had planned to use this equip- 
ment for the first time at Mt. Wilson 
during an eclipse last year. But cloudy 
weather made this impossible, 

“We decided to come to Bgypt be- 
cause of the sunny climate,” said Dr. 
Shorthill. 

“Tf it is cloudy on the night of Dec- 
ember 18 we will be extremely dissap- 
pointed. But we will be able to take 
Measurements before and after that 
time, so the experiment will not be a 
complete failure.” 

Since developing their equipment, 
Shorthill and his colleagues have made 
precise measurements of 10 million dif- 

ferent spots on the moon. 

“We have mapped 23 phases of the 


™moon,” he said. “But we've never 
before been able to get the entire 
moon.” 


He said their telescope will scan a- 
eross the moon's surface, taking mea- 
surements ever 1/300 of a second. In 
the center of the telescope’s eyepiece 
will be a piece of Germanium, a metal 
which is sensitive to infrared rays. 
Measurements of these rays coming 
from the moon enables the scientists to 
determine the moon’s temperature. 

They also will measure visibile light 
en the moon and yarious other fact- 

rs. 

“Where the visible ligh its strong, the 
noon is coo] because this means most of 
he sunlight is striking the surface and 
Souncing off,” said Shorhill. ‘But the 
dark areas-of the moon are warm be- 
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paigned on his record of stability, a 
quality notably lacking in Pakistani 
politicis prior to his bloodless'coup in 
1958, 

He has expanded industry, instituted 
land reform and done much for reduc- 
tion. 

But, equally, he has not hesitated to 
jail rival politicians and to close down 
newspapers opposed to his poNzies, 

In the current campaign he has en- 
countered increasing enmity among 
the nation’s leading editors and law- 
yers. 

And just as he misjudged Fatima 
Jinnah’s appeal, so he seems to have 
misjudged other factors. 

The regime has been plagued by 
strikes among university students de- 
manding greater freedom for student 
political organizations. A number of 
students have been killed and stud- 
ents and professors severely manhan- 
died. 

The tough treatment is said to have 
cost Ayub votes. 

The handling of the students led to 
an outdoor meeting of 400 women who 
protested the manhandling and defied 
a government ban against a public 
meeting of five or more persons. 

Closer to home for the United States 
is the Anti-U.S. tone of the campaign. 

For different reasons, both sides 
have seen fit to deny any pro-American 
sentiments. A member of Ayub’s rul- 
ing Pakistan Moslem League even de- 
clared loss of American friendship 
“good riddance.”

cause this means most of the sunlight 
is being absorbed and is reflected back 
as infrared rays instead of visible 
light.” 

He said the moon cools very quickly 
during an eclipse—going from plus 248 
degrees Fahrenheit to minus 248 in just 
two hours. 

Shorthill, a tall, graying man with a 
mustache, has been studying the 
moon's cooling rate exclusively ever 
since he graduated from the University 
of Utah in 1960 and went to work for 
Boeing. 

He said so far he has determined that 
the moon probably has a thin layer of 
dust over a hard, compacted surface. 

“The moon may well be the Rosetta 
stone of the solar system,” he said, re- 
ferring to the stone whose inscriptions 
enabled the French scholar Champol- 
lion to decipher the ancient Egyptian 
language. 

“The moon Is constantly being bomb- 
arded by space dust and meteors, And 
unlike on the earth ,when something 
hits the moon it stays there forever. 
Thus when we get there we may be able 
to tell what happened to the solar sys- 
tem thousands and millions of years 
before. That is one of the reasons for 
going to the moon.” 


Capital Punishment 


Alberta Premier EH. C. Manning told 
a press conference Wednesday that it 
would be a mistake to abolish capital 
punishment. 

“T subscribe to the old principle that 
life is sacred and a man who takes one 
should sacrifice his own”, he said. 
“Taking a human life is an act that 
cannot be tolerated. It is the one of- 
fense for which capital punishment is 
justified.” 

The House of Parliament is to have a 
free vote on the question of capital 
punishment next year. It is a difficult 
decision for the members of parliament 
to make—should the principle of an eye 
for an eye, a life for a life, or should 
the offender against society be incar- 
cerated? For, of course, the system 
is not infallible and an innocent man 
could be convicted. 

With an issue such as this, as in the 
controversial flag issue, the question 
should go to the people in a plebiscite, 
The answer so often made to sugges- 
tions of this kind is that such decisions 
should be left to the representatives 
elected by the voters for the purpose of 
running the country. This may be, 
except that the representatives do not 
always yote for what their constituents 
want. They vote party. Of all the 
Liberals in the house who yoted on the 
“free vote” on the flag only one voted 
against the Pearson design. It is un- 
likely all represented constituencies 
that supported this meaningless bit of 
cloth. 

In Switzerland the members of par- 
liament frequently ask the opinion of 
the people. Sometimes two or three 
times a year.

POINSETTIA 


Poinsettia, a traditional 
Christmas plant, thrives best in 
a well-lighted location and a 
temperature of about 65 de- 
grees F. The flowers of this 
plant are inconspicuous, but a 
colorful show is provided by 
the large scarlet bracts.. The 
red variety is the most popular 
however, there are also white 
and pink varieties. To prevent 
yellowing and dropping of the 
bottom leaves, horticulturists 
with the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture have the follow- 
ing tips: 


The poinsettia should be 
kept out of cold draughts. 
Place the plant in a window 
where it will receive as much 
sun as possible. 
it should not be allowed to dry 
out. 

Plants may be carried to 
the next year. After “flow- 
ering” rest the plants in a cool 
location for 8 to 10 weeks and 
let the soil dry out. However, 
do not let the stems become so 
dry that the bark shrivels. Af- 
ter the rest period cut the 
plants back part way, place in 
a larger pot and supply water. 
They should then be exposed 
to good light and a temperature 
of 65 degrees F. ‘These 
plants can then be grown on 
for next Christmas

CNR Carries Huge 
Transformer Thru 
Lindsay on Friday 


| Canadian National Railways 
|hauled one of their heaviest 
single car-loads through Lind- 
say Friday morning. The 
shipment, a huge transformer 
enroute from €.G.E. at Peter- 
boro to the Lakeview generat- 
ing station at Toronto required 
renting of the only flat-car of 
its kind from the Pennsylvania 
Railway 


The transformer, cylindri- 
cal in shape, was 16 feet across 
and approximately 40 feet long 
and weighed 247 tons. To 
handle the load, the CNR, 
brought in the special type of 
car that measured 120 feet 
long with 16 wheels at each end 
with a low slung centre section 
or ioading area, with a weight 
empty of 110 tons.

Buffalo, N. Y., (UPI)—It's debatable 
whether an air cushioned vehicle 
(ACV) is flown or driven. ; 

The craft skims in mid air about six 
inches above any surface—water, 
ground or the weediest terrain. 

Bell Aerosystems Co., a leading ACV 
developer in the United States, calls it 
the transportation vehicle of the future. 

The craft makes skidding, twisting 
movements through the air. In a test 
over a field near the Bell plant here, 
former navy jet pilot Allen “Blackie” 
Gilmore called it “like riding a car on 
ice.” 

“It's a completely different eviron- 
ment than a plane—a new sensation — 
On the other hand, you can’t put on 
the brakes and stop it, because you're 
in the air.” Gilmore, manager of flight 
operations for Bell, retired from the 
navy in 1963 as a commander after 21 
years of service. 


The Bell ACVS are steered by rud- 
ders rising on the after deck. A con- 
tinuous rubber skirt along the bottom 
helps to retain air underneath the craft 
and allows it to go higher. The skirt 
completes an “air duct,” essential for 
lift. 


To make a 90-degree turn, the smal- 
lest Bell Craft, Carabao, travelling at 
cruising speed, must start its maneuver 
about 100 feet away. But to stop 
quickly the operator can turn off the 
lift fan and thereby drop the air cush- 
ion. 


Although the ACVsS are equipped with 
airplane engines and controls, Bell says 
none are hard to operate. Gilmore 
said anyone who can be taught to drive 
a car can operate the Carabao. 

The Carabao is as rugged and hefty 
as the water buffalo for which it is 
named. Almost 19 feet long and 10 
feet high, it has three air outlets equal- 
ly spaced around its centre fan too pro- 
vide the lift. It reaches speeds of 60 


_miles an hour carrying a driver and 


about 1,000 pounds of cargo, yet can 
clear a 16-inch wall or a tree foot hedge 
or a 10-foot-wide ditch. 


The 65-foot long Hydroskimmer is 
the Jargest and most powerful ACV 
built in the United States. Four fans 
—each 614 feet in diameter—provide 
lift while two 10-foot propellers drive it 
forward. The fans and propellers are 
powered by four marine gas turbine 
engines of 1,100 horsepower each . © 


Bell built the craft for the U.S. Navy 


Bureau of Ships to test its feasibility in 


anti-submarine warfare, rescue opera 


tions, and marine amphibious assault — 


landings. 


Over smooth terrain, the craft can 
be operated close to the surface: in 
rough going speed can be reduced for 
greater lift. The craft skims over 
muddy marshes, across bogs and 
through tall grass with as much ease 
as over water. It operates forward or 
sideways. The rider barely notices 
the transition from different types of 
terrain.

Between the MHydroskimmer and 
Carabao is the SR.N5, a seven-ton craft 
that carries 20 passengers or two tons 
of Cargo. This British craft is the 
first ACV to be put in quantity pro- 
duction and currently is being used in 
England as a passenger ferry. 

The SR.N5, which reaches up to 80 
MPH, was developed by the Westland 
Co. in England, but Bell, with exclus- 
ive licensing rights in the United 
States, is promoting it. 


The ACVS could fill the existing 
transportation gap between boats and 
helicopters. Though not officially 
classified as boats or aircrafts, they 
come under the jurisdiction of the 
Coast Guard.

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HOW CAN 1???

Q. How can I repair a hole 
broken in a trunk panel? 

A.. Cut a sheet-steel patch 
large enough for rivets to go 
into the sound material around 
the break.

Pattern Order 

Home dressmakers often get 
confused when pieces of the 
pattern become scattered, and 
it is difficult to tell where they 
belong.

With pastry blender, 
cut in 114 cups of the shorten- 
ing until it resembles corn- 
meal. Completely dissolve the 
remaining 3% cup shortening in 
the hot water. Add lemon 
juice and beaten egg to the 
disolved shortening. Mix these 
liquids into the flour mixture 
until the dough leaves the sides 
of the bowl. 

Turn out on lightly floured 
board and knead about one 
minute until all flour is blend- 
ed in. Divide dough into 4 
equal portions. Wrap in waxed 
paper and chill about one hour 
or overnight if desired. 

Preheat oven to 400 deg. F. 
(hot). Roll out dough on lightly 
floured board, one portion at a 
time, to 1/16 inch thickness. 

Cut out half the dough into 
circles about 5 inches in dia- 
meter; use to line muffin cups 
(approx. 2%4-inch top inside 
measure).. From remaining 
half of dough cut out small 
circles about 24% inches across. 
With a sharp pointed knife, 
slit the small circles in star 
pattern. Fill dough lined muf- 
fin cups %4-full of mince meat, 
about 14% tablespoons. Top 
with small circles, crimp edges 
and mark edges with tines of 
fork. Repeat with remaining 
refrigerated dough. 

Bake in preheated oven a- 
bout 20 to 25 minutes or until 
lightly browned 

The baked tarts fake readily 
to freezing for several weeks. 
Store them in the freezer in 
tightly covered tins or wrapped 
tightly in foil. If you want to 
serve them hot, wrap them in 
foil and heat in a_ preheated 
slow oven (300 deg. F.) for a- 
bout fifteen minutes.

The server’s guild, for most 
of its members, provides a 
unique relationship with the 
rector.

The server must fulfill many 
strict requirements before he 
is admitted to the guild and

has reached by this time. To 
become a member, the boy 
must be a confirmed member 
of the Church, not under 14 
years of age. He is then train- 
ed to serve at the Holy Com- 
munion and placed on proba- 
tion for six months. During his 
probationary period, he is 
taught to serve in other ser- 
vices of the Church, such as 
morning and evening prayer 
and Holy Baptism. 


The server usually begins by 
serving at 8:30 a.m. Huchar- 
istic Services. He is required 
to be at the Church at least 15 
minutes before the service be- 
gins and must be neat and tidy. 
He puts on his red cassock and 
goes into the sanctuary where 
he checks the elements, bread 
and wine, makes sure the Mis- 
sal is open at the correct place 
and is on the correct side of 
the Altar, and lights the 
candles, After prayer, he re- 
turns to the sacristy where he 
and the Priest make their pre- 
paration. Before returning to 
the sanctuary for the actual 
service. 

When a server has finished 
his probation to the satisfac- 
tion of the Priest, he is induct- 
ed into the guild. This is the 
second great moment in the 
life of a server, the first being 
the first time he served. The 
third great moment for an 
altar-boy (another term for 
server) is when he receives 
his server’s cross. This covet- 
ed cross is presented to the 
boy when he has had one year’s 
satisfactory service in the 
guild.

in air but the elastic muscles

Canadians used Mr. Bell’s invention 
for a tremendous talk-session and had 
to beat out four other nations with 
more phones to do this.

DECEMBER 30, 19114 
Contest Mayoralty 

Contrary to expectations, Lindsay’s 
municipal council for 1915 will not be 
elected by acclamation, as there will 
be a contest for the Mayoralty as well 
as the position of Second Deputy- 
Reeve. Mr. Joseph Staples will oppose 
Mr. R. M. Beal for the first named posi- 
tion while Mr. W. W. Jordan will op- 
pose Mr. Newton Smale for the deputy- 
reeveship. 

Tried to avoid contest 

The candidates had until nine o’clock 
last night to qualify and before that 
hour there was a commendable effort 
made to have the election go by accla- 
mation. A number of former members 
of the council as well as those of the 
council of this year were on hand, pre- 
pared to serve or drop out in order to 
pick the best council possible without a 
contest. It looked for a time as if their 
efforts would succeed, but some time 
before the hour for closing came, Mr. 
Joseph Staples handed in his qualifi- 
cation papers for the Mayoralty, fol- 
lowed some time after by Mr. W. W. 
Jordan, who qualified for the Second 
Deputy-Reeve, 

Determined to stand 

An effort was still made to avoid a 
contest and the friends of Mr. Jordan 
tried to get him to withdraw. He was 
as adamant, however, and claimed Mr. 
Smale had as much right to resign as 
himself. He was pressed into council 
last year, had at one time filled the posi- 
tion of deputy-reeve and it was his priv- 
ilege to offer himself again for the posi- 
tion.

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Man-eating shark-delicious! 


Washingon, (UPI)—The best and 
probably the only way to handle the 
man-eating shark is for man to eat him 
first. 

“They're delicious, especially the 
great white shark often called the man- 
eater,” say Dr. Perry W. Gilbert, one 
of the world’s leading experts on one 
of the world’s oldest inhabitants. 

“The only pratical way to eliminate 
sharks from swimming resort areas it 
to have fishermen catch them,” Dr. Gil- 
bert said in an interview with United 
Press International. 

“Australia, Mexico and Japan created 
a new market for fishermen after find- 
ing out how tasty shark meat is. 

“Broiling is best, but fried or dried 
and salted like codfish also makes the 
shark a very nice dinner.” 

Gilbert is Professor of Zoology at 
Cornell University. He also is chair- 
man of the American Biological Sci- 
ence Institute’s Shark Research panel. 
He said that many of today’s 250 spec- 
{es of shark are just like they were 75 
years ago. 

“The best thing we have today to 
keep sharks from eating humans was 
stumbled on during during World War 
Il,” Gilbert said. He added that the 
Navy Department in 1941 had what it 
‘termed a morale problem on its hands. 
Concussions from a torpedo or crash- 
ing of aircraft alerted and drew sharks 
to disaster scenes. After some brief 
experiments, it was found that the 
smell of copper acetate repelled some 
sharks. 

The chemical at first was invisible 
in water. To show a floundering pilot 
its presence the Navy added nigrosine, 
a black, spreading dye. 

Since then, Dr. Gilbert and others 
have learned that it was the dye and 
not the chemical which not only im- 
proved personnel morale but actually 
saved thousands of lives. 

Of the white sandy shores of Bimini 
Island in the Bahamas, Gilbert and as- 
sociates determined that sharks fled 
upon seeing the dye. 

How did Gilbert know it wasn’t the 
shark’s notoriously sharp nose or 
“feeling” senses that alerted it to the 
dye? 

He said he discovered this at the Ler- 
ner Marine Laboratory of American 
Museum of Natural History. It is in 
the water off Bimini and contains 
large pens filled with trapped lemon 
sharks. 

As part of his study of shark senses, 
Gilbert anesthetized some of the 15- 
footers which can remain out of water 
two hours without injury, Then he in- 
serted black plastic caps over their 
eyes, temporarily blinding them. 

The binded sharp would swim 
through the dye without noticing it. 
But after the blinders were removed, 
the same shark would avoid the dye. It 
would also avoid the dye when it could 
see but had its nose jammed with scent- 
blocking cotton, 

The shark's sense of smell can pick 
up the scent of Tuna fluid—the best 
shark “attractant” — even when it 4s 
diluted in 1,5 million parts of water, Dr. 
Gilbert said. 

“The dye is useless, however, when 
the shark is in a ‘feeding frenzy’,” he 
said: This occurs when blood or other 
body fluids wash through the shark's 
nose, Gilbert added: 

“In a feeding frenzy, caused by its 
own blood, I've seen a shark rip large 
chunks from its own body, devouring 
himself until he dies. 

“Sharks travel up and down U. S. 
coasts some of them in mammoth 
packs, some loners—no pun intended. 
Some, but not all, will attack humans. 
But you stand a better chance of get- 


ting hit by lightning than getting at- 
tacked by a shark. 

“Recent developments, such as a 
curtain or air bubbles and several elec- 
trical devices, are wortheless as far as 
keeping sharks away. It will be a 
while before we can come up with a 


shark chaser better than the dye.”

Ah! School Days 


Nature lovers the world over will 
ever argue the relative merits of a 
breaking dawn and a blazing sunset, 
put all would agree that it helps to be 
able to distinguish between the two. 

The observation is prompted by the 
revelation of a provincial department 
of education that is precisely what a 
signicicant number of Grade 13 stud- 
ents taking part in last summer's ex- 
aminations could not do. To at least 
fifty of them, dawn and sunset were 
one and the same thing. 

If wanting in this respect, however, 
there were some who were not alto- 
gether lacking in descriptive powers, 
among them the author of the follow- 
ing immortal passage: “The dainty vio- 
lets were peeping through the leaves as 
a glistening white seagull drifted in on 
the soft breeze and pounced on a dead 
fish with its intestines hanging out.” 

With purple prose of this order flying 
around, it’s not surprising that the 
examining teachers should have been 
somewhat shaken. Nor was there any 
relief in a study of replies to a quota- 
tion asking for examples of humour in 
Shaw's Caesar and Cleopatra. 

As one examiner sorrowfully put it: 
“Many candidates seemed to have a 
warped or deficient sense of humour, 
with several quoting Pothinus’ death 
scream as the most hilarious incident 
in the play...”

Blue plates 


On December 1 Ontario’s licence 
plates for passenger and dual purpose 
automobiles and motorcycles went on 
Sale. 

New plates have white lettering and 
numerals on a blue background — the 
first change from black-and-white 
combinations since 1956. Plates are 
on sale at all licence issuing offices in 
the proyince. 

Expiry date for 1964 plates is Sun- 
day, February 28, 1965, at midnight. 
There will be no extension. Persons 
operating cars with old plates after 
12.01 a.m. Monday morning, March 1, 
will be subject to prosecution. All 
licence issuing offices will be open on 
Saturday, February 27. 

These dates apply only to plates, not 
to drivers’ licences. Under the new 
system begun a year ago, ‘an expiry 
date is shown on each individual driy- 
er’s licence. This date coincides with 
the driver's birth date in either 1965 or 
1966 and each driver will receive an ap- 
plication by mail when it is time to re- 
new his driver's licence. 

For commercial yehicles and trail- 
ers, the later issuing dates of the past 
two years will apply. 1965 plates for 
commercial vehicles and trailers will 
go on sale Monday, March 1, 1965 and 
the expiry date for 1964 commercial 
plates will be midnight, March 31, 1965.

Survivors were quoted 
as saying Rebels butchered 25 
to 30 whites before the relief 
column arrived, including the 
Belgian Roman Catholic Bi- 
shop, Msgr. Wittebol. Another 
120 whites at Wamba were re- 
ported missing. 

Berlin — West Berlin Mayor 
Willy Brandt said the Berlin 
crisis ended this year when the 
Russians gave up their plan to 
drive the allies out of the city.

Lindsay was fortunate over the 
Christmas holidays not to suffer any 
highway fatalities, Peterboro was not 
as fortunate and the death toll over the 
festive season is high.

an unguided missile that takes life in 
horrifying quantity. 

Christmas is ovér but the last day of 
the old year is celebrated in many ways, 
particularly by the partying crowd.

For safety’s sake adhere to 
the rule of not driving if you take al-

Contradictions of Diplomacy 


(UPI)—Back in 1801 when Barbary 
pirates operating out of Tripoli were 
molesting U. S. shipping, the United 
States put a stop to it by sending in 
warships and marines. 

But times have changed and just 
how much they have changed may be 
seen by looking just a little farther a- 
long the Mediterranean coast to the 
United Arab Republic. 

It is one of the contradictions of mod- 
ern diplomacy that despite violent at- 
tacks on U: §. lives and property with- 
in the U.A.R., the Nasser government 
sees nothing inconsistent in pressing 
at the same time for stepped up ship- 
ments of American food. 

And, while there may be some delay, 
it seems probable that they will get it. 

It is of a pattern established through- 
out the world among new and under- 
developed nations who see no relation- 
ship between violent anti-US outbursts, 
usually organized by the Berta 

- and their continuing right to U. S. aid. 

In the first of two incidents, a ce 
presumably made up of African stud- 
ents and some Egyptians attacked and 
burned the John F. Kennedy library at- 
tached to the U. S. Embassy in Cairo. 

A grudging government apology 
came two days later, followed later by 
a bland announcement that Nasser 
would make a gift to the library of 1,000 
books and a set of encyclopedias. 

Then on Dec. 19 came the shooting 
down of an armed U. S. oil company 
airplane by Russian-built Egyptian 

- Migs and the deaths of the two Amer- 
jeans aboard. The plane, enroute from 
Jordan to’ Libya, had filed a normal 
flight plan and had made the trip many 


times before. 


Along with these two incidents had 


been a violent anti-American press 
campaign. i 

Meantime, the U. A. R. government 
is asking the United States for an ad- 
ditional total of $35 million in surplus 


foods over the $140 mililon already al- 


loted for the coming year. 
The program is conducted under the 


public law 480 program which provides 


that U. S. farm surpluses may be sold 
in foreign countries for local currenc- 
jes, much of which is then plowed back 
in development schemes.

But both feel it necessary to tolerate 
him. From the U. S. standpoint he 
does represent a certain stability. He 
is the strongest among the Arab lead- 
ers and now is working hard to extend 
his influence throughout Africa, The 
U.S. view has been that no matter how 
unpleasant Nasser may be, it should be 
in a position in Cairo to exercise a re- 


. straining influence even though limit- 


ed.

The lady went headhunting . 


-(UPI)—Princess Fatima Wan Abdul 
Rahman practiced headhunting in her 
youth. Now she’s a welfare worker in 
the Malaysian city of Kuching on the 
island of Borneo in Sarawak. 

Twenty-three years ago the Japan- 
ese occupied Malaya. Princess Fatima 
was of the Royal Family of the Dyaks, 
a mere 15-year-old at the time... but 
she was a guerrilla fighter against the 
occupying Japanese. 

The Dyaks had been ardent head- 
hunters for centuries and practiced the 
art extensively on Japanese invaders, 
whenever possible. 

The princess—enthroned in the jun- 
gles of Borneo with a group of Dyak 
Euerillas—recently related how she 
won initiation as a headhuntress, 

She said one night her group of 
Dyak guerrillas stumbled upon 24 Jap- 
anese soldiers struggling in a river rap- 
ids in dugout canoes. The Dyak band 
assaulted the Japanese. After the 
Japanese soldiers were bound, the lead- 
er of the Dyaks asked the princess to 
“wet her hands.” 

In Dyak—‘wetting one’s hands” 
means taking the heads of one’s enem- 
ies. 

The princess said she took her par- 
ang—a razor-like Dyak knife —and 
beheaded four Japanese. 

Princess Fatima said it was neces- 
sary for her to perform the act and ad- 
ded, “of course, I did it swiftly. I did 
not want to torture them.” 

If Indonesian President Sukarno at- 
tacks Malaysia—this formidable wo- 
man will take to the jungles again to 
defend her land. 

But, the practice of headhunting a- 
mong the Dyaks has calmed — replaced 
by more constructive endeavours .. . 
although Princess Fatima Says there is 
always some vendetta being settled in 
the traditional Dyak fashion. 

The princess is a remarkable woman. 
She is twice married and the mother of 
15 children. She is Westernized and 
the Jeader of social welfare work in 
Kuching — the capital city of Sarawak. 

She is married to a member of the 
Malaysian parliament. 

In 1961, Fatima and some other Jad- 
ies organized the Kuching Women's 
Home Welfare Association. The or- 
ganization cares for indigent people... 


Operates kindergartens and teaches 
basic housekeeping to Malaysian wo- 


“men. 


The princess also is active with the 

Girl Scouts. 
Her work day begins at eight each 
Mmorming, when she paddles a small 
Sampan across the Sarawak river to 
the Red Cross office in Kuching. 

The princess organizes handicrafts 
and the housekeeping classes. Fatima 
says Malaysia “is a democratic coun- 
try and everybody should at least try 
to do something.” 

The princess says her prime ambition 
when she grows old is to write a book. 


She sald she has “a good story to tell.”

Courtney, B.C., (UPI)—At tne same 
time every year, the snows of Hiyu Cul- 
tus Illahe, on Vancouver Island, turn 
to red. : 

Scientists say te Pieitomanan is 
caused by a small reddish organism, 


» which each year turns the snows of the 


“Forbidden Plateau” to the red colour. 
But the Commox Indians tell of a 
hairy white race that wiped out an en- 
tire village of women and children by 
throwing them over the plateau. 
Now, at the anniversary of the kill- 


ings, the snows again change to the — 


colour of blood or so the Indians say. 

Hlyu Cultus Mahe is Commox Indian 
for forbidden plateau—a 100-square- 
mile wilderness on British Columbia's 
Vancouver Island. 

‘It is 16 miles west of Courtney and 
before 1925, was known only to pros- 
pectors and timber cruisers. For gen- 
erations Indians shunned the area 
where peaks range as high as 7, yy 
feet. 

In the beginning — long before the 
Commox Indians lived oh’ the delta of 
the Courtenay River. They led a hap- 
py life—fishing and hunting was good 
—and the climate was pleasant. 

But one day tales of a fearfull inyad- 
er shook the community. 

Knowing a battle was coming, the 
Commox warriors gathered their wo- 
men and children and sent them to the 
forbidden plateau. On their return, all 
they found was blood-stained snow. 
The women and children were neyer 
seen again. 

But at least one Indian apparently 
survived the encounter with the feared 
plateau whitemen. Many years ago, as 
an old man, he told his story to a white 
Settler. 

The hairy giants took him to their 
camp, and after he attempted to es- 
cape, they threw him over the cliff. He 
manged to grab branches to break his 
fall, but was knocked unconscious by 
the impact and eventually was found 
by a fishing party. 

“Hiyu Cultus Mabe,” the battered In- 


‘dian told his people—‘The forbidden 


plateau.”

SYMPTOMS AND CARE | 
OF DIVERTICULITIS 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
had a few attacks of diverti- 
cultitis during the past year, 
even though I have been on 
medical treatment. After cen- 
sultation with a surgeon, I was} 
advised to have an operation} 
to cure it. What do you thing? | 
-Mrs, 0. 

Comment: As you'll agree 
the decision is up to you and 
your doctors. I'd only muddy | 
the situation if I tried to give) 
you specific advice without} 
knowing your complete his- 
tory and physical findings. Tt’s, 
tempting to make long-dis-| 
tance diagnoses, but I lean) 
backwards when asked for in-| 
dividual advice. Nevertheless) 
perhaps I can help you indi-| 
rectly, by making a few points 
about diverticulitis. | 

As you know, there is a dif 
ference between diverticulosis 
and diverticulitis. In the for-| 
mer, which is, by the way,| 
more common than people! 
realize, there are a few small, 
dilated pouches in the intes- 
tines. In most instances these 
cause no symptoms at all. 

However, in those instances 


where they become inflamed, 
the result is diverticulitis, Pa- 
tients may have abdominal 
pain fever, cramps, distension 
and even a mass can be felt in 
the abdomen. In some cases, 
attacks simulate acute appen- 
dicitis. Quite often, the pa- 
tient passes bright red blood 
in his stools.

On a dark, wet winter’s night the in- 
adequacies of much of Lindsay’s light- 
ing system become most evident.

DECEMBER 31, 1914 

Soldiers to perform police duty 

Owing to the fact that between 300 
and 400 soldiers will be quartered in 
Lindsay for some time, the Military De- 
partment is taking steps to co-operate 
with the local police department in the 
preservation of order. 

Tt has been decided to place, besides 
the regular guard, two soldiers on po- 
lice duty. They will patrol the streets 
each day. While no serious disturb- 
ance or breach of the law is anticipated 
either by the civil or military authori- 
ties, the above action means simply 
the carrying out of regulations in force 
in other centres where troops are be- 
ing mobilized and quartered, 

New system of taxing autos 

The Government of Ontario has a- 
dopted a horsepower system of taxing 
motor vehicles and it will be in force 
from January 81 to which date the cur- 
rent license year has been extended- 

After that date, automobiles of 25- 
horse-power and less will pay $6; 25 
to 35-horsepower; $10; 85 to 50 
horsepower, $20 above 50 horse- 
power, $25 and all cars propelled by 
electricity except trucks, $5. All com- 
mercial trucks of capacity of two tons 
or less are to pay $5 and those aboye 
two tons capacity, $8 for each addi- 
tional ton. 

Licenses issued after September 80 
for the balance of the year will be half 
price. There are special rates for man- 
ufacturers and dealers.

A Visit to Siberia 


The image of Siberia as a barren reg- 
ion of frozen exile is changing, as in- 
deed this vast territory—half as large 
again as the entire United States — is 
changing under the impact of great de- 
velopment schemes. Visitors from the 
West are comparatively rare, but three 
men who have travelled there discussed 
their impressions in a recent broadcast 
in a BBC General Overseas Service ser- 
ies of programmes called ‘Nations Ob- 
served’. They were: Kyril Tidmarsh 
of the London ‘Times’; Laurens Van 
der Post, author of ‘Journey into Rus- 
sia’; and Peter Fleming, the writer and 
traveller who made his first journey to 
Siberia over 30 years ago. 


The speakers suggested that expan- 
sion into Siberia, started 200 or 300 
years ago for economic reasons, had 
been accelerated for strategic reasons 
in the nineteen-thirties when growing 
German power presented a possible 
threat to traditional industrial areas in 
the west of Russia. But reports from 
geologists on the economic potential of 
Siberia.were probably the prime reason, 
“Wor instance,” said Van der Post, 
“they discovered in the Kimeroya basin 
enough coal to supply the whole world 
for the ‘next thousand years if they 
‘still wanted to go on coal; they discoy- 
ered enormous deposits of iron ore; of 
gold, and diamonds.” Near Bratsk in 
the centre of Siberia, site of an enor- 
mous hydro-electric scheme, they had 
discovered what they called the ‘Mag- 
netic Mountain’, because it was pure 
iron ore. 

Discussing the highly organized 
government drive to attract people to 
Siberia—where the present population 
is a mere 23 million — the speakers 
commented on the youthfulness of the 
population and the appeal to the spirit 
of adventure which took young people 
Hast as once the youth of America had 
been drawn to the Far West of their 
country, But Siberia differed from 
the general conception of the ‘out- 
back’, Tidmarsh pointed out, in haying 
centres of culture. One of the oldest 
universities in Russia existed in Tomsk. 
In Irkutsk he had been taken to an art 
gallery to see a show of recent paint- 
ings and in the same city had been as- 
tounded to find a library of two million 
volumes. He had been interested also 
to see that old wooden houses were be- 
ing modernized and linked up with the 
heating systems of the up-to-date in- 
dustrial centre, instead of being pulled 
down, as had bee ndone in some west- 
ern parts of the Soviet Union, with lit- 
tle benefit to the housing problem. 

The immensity of the horizon and 
the sense of sheer space had made a 
great impact on all three speakers as 
they crossed the Siberian Plain. After 
travelling for hour after hour through 
an unchanging countryside, said Van 
der Post, ‘suddenly you hit a river with 
great steamers going up and down it, 
and an immense town.” For example, 
Novosibirsk, sometimes called the 
“Chicago of Siberia’, where at first 
sight the enormous grain elevators lin- 
ing the river bank had looked like an- 
cient Crusaders’ fortresses. 

Fleming recalled the Novosibirsk of 
thirty years ago as “an awful dump” 
with only one modern building, the 
hotel. Having come by the railway 
through Gentral Asia, he had had to 
have his clothes baked to kill the lice 
before checking into his room: Today, 
just outside was a big scientific centre 
for the development of Siberia, Aca- 
demic City, with laboratories, flats, 
schools and so on for the scientists 
and their families. But with a predom- 
inantly young population the birthrate 
was five times as high as elsewhere in 
the Soviet Union, and this overloaded 


schools, and caused a considerable 
drain of population back to the west. 

All agreed that the trans--Siberian 
railway itself, now completely electri- 
fied, was a yardstick of change. Flem- 
ing contrasted the crowded, littered and 
unhygenic condition of station waiting- 
rooms and railway carriages in 1931 
and the constant delays, with the 
cleanliness, good order and regularity 
of schedule today. 

Siberia’s great rivers, the Ob, the 
Yenisei, the Lena and others—are used 
extensively for transporting the wealth 
of timber. Although frozen in the 
North for a large part of the year, great 
efforts are being made to keep coastal 
waters open for shipping with atomic 
ice-breakers. Van der Post described 
the great ‘cigars’ of timber, each dis- 
placing about 5,000 tons, being towed 
down the River Amur and out to sea 
on the way to Japan. In winter, the 
frozen river was used as a highway. The 
exploitation of forestry was highly de- 
veloped; but in agriculture—one of the 
great problems in a region where there 
was a very short season and not much 
Jand—he had seen no evidence of new 
methods of speeding up the slow and 
painful process of de-foresting the land 
for agricultural use. He had been de- 
pressed by the “factory approach” to 
the major problem of the production of 
food. In all the collective farms he had 
visited, the chairman invariably knew 
little of the Jand, while the second-in- 
command looked sad because he obyi- 
ously knew about the land, but was in- 
variably a Ukrainian, “and I never 
found a Ukrainian in a position of com- 
mand.” 

The great distances and the solitude, 
yet the “cosiness” of these far-flung 
communities, where people seemed to 
find complete satisfaction in what they 
were doing, were impressions that re- 
mained with the speakers. 


Hi Fido 

How to make a hi-fi radio receiver 
small enough to be carried on a dog’s 
back is one of the mther odd technical 
problems under examination at the 
centre of British aeronautical research 
the Royal Aircraft Establishment at 
Farnborough. Reporting in the BBC 
General Overseas Service programme 
‘Science and industry’, Denis Desoutter 
explained that dogs are used by the es- 
tablishment to find fragments of crash- 
ed aircraft, one dog being more effec- 
tive than a dozen men at nosing out 
Scattered pieces. The idea is to control 
the dogs from a distance by speaking to 
them over the radio. Hach dog car- 
ries a receiver on its back, but if it is to 
respond to instructions it must, of 
course, be able to recognize the voice of 
its own particular handler. This means 
means high quality reproduction, and 
So research continues.
